Gov.  Raymond,  it  is  well  known, 
speaks  '"by  authority,"  and  it  it  equally 
well  known  that  Presidcol  Johnson  does 
not  approve  of  the  policy  of  Mr.  Speaker 
Colfax,  of  Mr.  Sumner,  of  Mr.  Stevens, 
and  many  other  Congressmen.  In  tbe 
opinion  of  the  President,  all  that  remains 
for  Congress  to  do  is  to  "judge  ol  tbe 
elections,  returns  and  qualifications  of 
its  own  mcm'uers,''  and  to  provide  by 
suitable  legislation  for  tbe  restoration  of 
the  judi  cial  branch  of  the  civil  au- 
thority. Senators  and  Representatives 
wbo  have  declared  that  tbey  would  do 
more  than  this,  must  so  frame  their  legis- 
lation that  il  will  meet  tbe  approval  of 
President  Johnson,  or  must  place  them- 
selves in  opposition  to  the  administra- 
tion, and  endeavor  to  nullify  tbe  veto 
power  by  a  two  thirds  vote.  This  may 
not  be  acceptable  news  to  many 
readers,  but  it  is  the  truth,  and  nothing 
but  the  truth.  Neither  should  the  "whole 
truth"  be  withheld  at  a  crisis  like  this. 
This  is  no  time  for  veneering  and  putty  — 
for  soft  fodder  ane  special  pleading.

1  he  following  are  extracts  from  a  let- 
ter written  by  Bishop  WUmer,  of  Ala- 
bama, to  Kiiihop  Hopkins  of  Vermont, 
setting  forth  eome  of  the  reasons  why 
delegatus  from  the  various  Southern  dio- 
ceses did  not  attend  tho  recent  General 
Convention  of  the  Kpiscopal  Church  in 
Philadelphia . 

Were  all  men,  good  Bishop,  like  mind- 
ed with  yourself,  we  might  have  no  hesi- 
tation in  the  matter ;  but  certain  painful 
things  are  brought  to  our  ears.  Some 
parties  propose,  "to  keep  the  Southern 
churchmen  for  a  while  in  tho  cold" — "to 
put  the  rebels  upon  stools  of  repentance, 
&c."  We  see  in  the  Journal  of  18G2, 
certain  resolutions  proposed,  pronounc- 
ing certaiH  worthy  Bishops  'sehismatical" 
aud  pronouncing  the  jurisdiction  of  anoth- 
er Bishop  "null  and"  void."  True,  the 
resolutions  were  not  adopted  ;  but  they 
indicate  the  temper  ot  a  party  of  that 
body,  and  wd  have  no  means  of  ascertiin- 
iiig  the  complexion  of  the  next  General 
Convention.  Fanaticism  grows  fast  in 
the  hour  ol  triumph.         •         ^         » 

The  Southern  deputies  themselves  may 
very  naturally  be  supposed  to  have  some 
sentiment  in  this  matter.  Their  sons  and 
brothers  lie  in  bloody  graves— their  lands 
are  desolate  and  strangers  devour  it  in 
their  presence— their  emancipated  slaves 
garrison  their  cities— they  live  them- 
selves as  yet  under  the  ban— their  repre- 
sentative man,  no  guiltier  than  themselves 
is  in  bonds,  and  may  hsve  to  die  an  igno- 
minious death.  The  whole  Southern  peo- 
ple, therefore,  are  at  this  moment  await- 
ing triil  in  the  person  of  thdir  represen- 
tati'-e  tiead;  they  are  denounced  as  felons 
and  a  shackled  press  is  forbidden  to 
epeak  a  word  of  vindication  or  remon- 
stranci. 

Your  own  heart,  good  Bishop  will  tell 
you  Ib^t  mei^  in  such  a  condition  are  in 
no  mood  to  join  in  jubilate  over  a  resto- 
ration which  is  ffaled  by  their  degrada- 
tion. The  peace  for  which  Te  iJeums 
wiH  be  chanted  is  pnrchased  by  the  loss 
of^air  inheritance,  and  they  are  now 
sitmg  in  the  deep  valley  of  humiliation. 
The  men  of  the  South  have  no  desire 
to  prolong  the  hopeless  conflict.  They 
accept  the  failure  of  their  efforts  as  a  fact, 
and,  as  Christian  men,  will  render  a  faith- 
ful allegiance  to  "the  powers  that  be," 
!  for  God's  sake ;  but  it  is  asking  too  much 


much  like  ao  old  English  pair   of  twee- 
zers.

In  fact, 
there  are  mysteries  in  every  medical  col- 
lege neither  students  nor  yet  professors 
care  to  penetrate.  Why  should  they  ? 
The  law  and  prejudice  are  on  one  side — 
the  necessities  of  science  on  ths  other. 

The  'tudent  may  not  only  become  in- 
ocnlated  by  disease,  but  he  labors  under 
the  danger  of  contagion  in  msny  forms — 
if,  indeed,  disease  is  ever  contageous. 
He  lives  day  b^  day,  week  by  week,  in 
contact  with  what  to  weaker  nerves  are 
horrors.  Let  us  not  (juestion  him  too 
closely,  nor  encouruge  violation  of  the 
sanctity  of  the  tomb,  but  strive  by  wise 
and  liberal  legislation  to  aid  him  in  his 
walk  with  death,  consonant  with  the  law. 
That  disagreeable  half  hour,  that  busy 
room,  where  men  were  seanfaing  w.ti 
living  brains  the  secrets  of  life  and  health 
from  dead  bodies,  was  not  lost  upon  us. 
There  was  something  sublime  in  the  cour- 
age, which,  forgetting  what  soul  might 
have  inhabited  the  corpse,  asked  only  for 
,  the  present  state  cf  the  tenement ;  which 
brought  out  of  this  heart  the  disease  of 
which  it  perished  ^  which  found  in  yonder 
diseased  brain  a  natiir^d  cause  for  its  dis- 
solution ;  whinh  saw  in  still  another  ema- 
ciated woman's  form  a  cause  for  her  death 
and  her  insanity.  And  what  a  world  is 
revealed  when  yonder  form  of  that  ema- 
ciated, dissipated  and  oriec  splendid  wo- 
man lies  before  J  ou  in  all  the  helpless- 
ness of  death  !  She  is  no  longer  a  crea- 
ture of  senst  She  provokes  no  idle  jest. 
She  died  ;  she  wae  buried,  and  now  is 
here.  Who  wa*  she'  Wlia»  do 
are.'

own  sex  ;  so.  taking  into  further  consider- 
ation the  fact  that  riding-habits  last 
longer  than  other  articles  oi  fcmicinc  at-

The  riding-habit  system  might  possibly 
be  popnlarized ;  but  the  "  trying  on  "  of 
a  decollete  ball  dress  by  a  hirsute  Teuton 
was  surely  a  priviit^ge  which  might  be 
enjoyed  exceptionally  by  ihe  'Upper 
Ten."  Hence,  business  flowed  in  upon 
the  Schmanlder  establishment  with  an 
auriferous  liood-tide  ;  bis  order  book  con- 
tained the  names  of  reigning  belles  and 
budding  (not  blushing)  aspirants  to  belle-

Fearful  Story  of  Hydrophobia

a  subject.  It  is  a  necessity  to  examine 
the  dead  to  acquire  that  knowledge  by 
which  alone  the  living  mav  be  healed  ; 
and  while  the  natural  feelings  of  the 
friends  of  the  dead  must  be  respected, 
yet  the  interests  of  science  arc  inexorable. 
It  K  well  more  liberal  legislation  provides 
subjects  for  the  doctors,  but  still  the  de- 
mand is  greater  than  the  supply,  and  this 
branch  ol  the  subject — how  subjects  are 
procured— is  quite  as  well  left  in  mys- 
tery. 

There  is  a  great  deal  of  risk  run  by  the 
neophyte  in  medical  science  in  his  prac- 
tice upon  the  subject  under  dissection. 
A  slight  abrasure  of  the  skin,  a  trifling 
cut  may,  when  handling  diseased  dead 
matter,  inoculate  him  with  poison.  Manv

They  slope  gradually  towards  the 
feet  where  they  are  about  a  foot  in  di- 
mensions. 

A  subject  to  be  useful  to  the  student 
should  not  be  more  than  three  days  bur- 
ied.

Savins  Pork. 

A  man  of  sense  gives  the  following 
methods  of  packing  pork,  which  he  prac- 
ticed a  quarter  of  a  ccntnry  without  los- 
ing a  pound ; 

Cut  out  the  fat  pork  neatly,  taking 
away  every  piece  that  i*  bloody,  or  wash 
out  the  blood  clean  with  cold  water.  The 
strips  should  be  three  or  four  inches 
wide.  Lay  them  in  a  cool  place,  each 
piece  by  itself,  for  twenty  lour  hours, 
then  eprinkle  the  bottom  of  a  perleotlr 
sweet  barrel,  half  an  inch  thick,  with 
what  is  called  '*  course-fine"  salt,  and  on 
that  lay  strips  of  pork,  with  the  »kin  next 
the  barrel,  and  so  continue  until  the  bot- 
tom is  entirely  covered.  Pack  it  close- 
ly. Then  cover  that  layer  with  half  an 
inch  of  salt,  and  so  contiiui3  until  Ihe 
barrel  i.s  nearly  full ;  rover  the  fop  with 
salt,  and  then  lay  a  clean  strip  of  board 
over  it,  and  on  that  a  stone  snlTicicntly 
heavy  to  keep  the  whole  from  rising. 
Let  it  stand  twelve  hours,  and  then  fill 
ihe  barrel  with  clean,  cold  water. 


chanical  means),  with  a  fluid  the  base  of 
which  is  turpentine  and  the  pigment  com- 
mon red  lead. 

There  arc  usually  five  .students  to  a 
table.  The  atmosphefe  of  a  dissecting 
room  is  at  once  penetrating,  indescnba- 
bleand  permeating.  One  would  not  care 
to  carry  this  corpse-like  smell  in  bis 
clothes  and  enter  a  drawing  room,  and 
tha  students  and  ull  who  enter  protect 
j  ftemselves  by  oilcloth  clothes.  To  de- 
scribe the  smell  of  a  dissecting  room  is 
I  impossible. 

The  odor  of  tbe  room  is  not  as  disa- 
greeable as  that  of  a  human  corpse  re- 
cently and  shallowly  buried ;  but  more 
penetrating,  more  tearching.  You  will 
usually  find  the  medical  student  at  tUs 
stage  of  his  career  a  great  patron  of  the 
perfumer,  uiid  Pbalon  has  done  much  to 
rehcve  him,  for  it  requires  a  Ijntiog  and 
penetrating  perfume  to  modify  this  odor 
— which  IS  so  utterly  unlike  anything 
common  fo  the  noetrils-  even  of  Chica- 
go-. 

Lacb  student  has  his  own  dissecting 
case.  It  is  a  box  about  eight  inches  long 
and  three  inches  wide.  It  contains  two 
pair  of  books,  fattened  by  a  chain.  This 
is  usually  made  of  steel,  and  the  case 
contains  a  bistouri  and  a  li  neculnm. 
The  bistouri  is  a  sharp,  curved  knife,  and 
a  pair  of  fine  forceps  catches  a  desired 
nerve  or  artery

Finally 
be  recommends  reduction  of  expenses, 
and  says  he  will  do  all  in  bis  power  to 
thwart  improvident  legislation  and  check 
extravagant  expenditures.

Comptroller  Robinson,  in   his  annual 
report,  states  that    notwithstanding  the 
heavy   drains   upon   the    Treasury,     its 
afifaiis  have  moved   on   smoothly  and  m 
£vcry  just  claim  upon  it 
ptly  met,  and  it  retains  am- 
hand  foi  all  demands  likely  to 
arise  before  tbe  taxes  for  tbe  present  fis- 
cal year  shall  be  received. 

The  State  debt,  as  it  existed  on  the 
30th  of  September,  IStj.j,  not  including 
the  bounty  debt,  was  as  follows  : 

Canal  debt,  $19,424,685  40;  general 
fund  debt,  $G,050,9J4  37,  Total,  $25.- 
475,539.80,  showing  a  diminution  of  tbe 
debt,  as  it  existed  bfflfore  the  war,  of 
$8,137,489.99. 

The  Comptroller  says  tbat  but  for  the 
lar^e  Boucty  Loan  made  during  the  last 
year  the  State  within  a  very  iew  years 
would  have  been  entirely  free  from  debt. 
Certificat(8  issutd  on  account  of  that  loan 
up  to  the  10th  day  of  December,  1865, 
reached  the  sum  of  ■*i25,5CCi,000,  making 
the  tota\.debt  oi  the  State,  np  to  Decem- 
ber 10th,  1865,  $51, <J4 1,530.80. 

Mr.  Robinson  gives  an  extended  expo- 
sition of  tbe  condition  of  the  several 
funds  of  tbe  States.  He  states  that  tbe 
estimated  paymen's  for  expenses  of  gov- 
ernment, &c.,  for  the  present  fiscal  year 
amounted  to  ij'8,510,084  5.H,to  which  add 
a  deCcicDcy  for  last  year  ol  .'5(11,793.94; 
a  total  of  $9C,900,CH.64.  This  leaves  an 
estimated  surplus,  next  October,  $439,- 
981. L'l.  The  receipts  Irom  the  canals  of 
tbe  State  for  the  fiscal  year  ending  Sept. 
30,  180;'>,  amounted  to  $3,567,745,  ol 
which  $3.516,'.llM.(;3  were  from  tolls. 
Tbe  receipts  for  tbe  previous  fiscal  year 
amounted  to  ■$1,310,265  5-;  showing  a 
decieasc  of  $768,600.09. 

Tbe  payments  during  tbe  same  time 
amount  to  .$1,927,373.59,  leaving  a  sur- 
plus revenue  of  $,650,091.86  to  meet  the 
payment  of  $1,700  000  rei^uired  by  arti- 
cle 7tb  of  the  constitution.  He  calls  tbe 
attention  of  ts.x  payers  to  the  dimipisbed 
receipts  and  increased  expense  of  the 
canals,  and  the  accounts  of  the  State 
prisons.  All  show  receipts  wi'li  increased 
expenses 

Tbe  payments  on  account  of  the  Na- 
tional Guard,  during  the  last  fiscal  year, 
reached  the  unprecedented  sum  ol  $64,- 
335,872,  being  full  oiebalf  as  much  as 
tbo  entire  amount  of  tbe  ordinary  ex- 
penses of  tbe  State  government. 

The  amoun  t  paid  for  public  printing  of 
all  kinds,  during  the  fiscal  year,  reaches 
tbe  sum  of  $214,161.50.  The  Comptrol- 
ler is  of  the  opinion  that  a  tax  ol  $1- 
000,000  should  bo  sufTicient  for  expenses 
of  tbe  State  government.

The  Herald's  Washington  dispatch 
says  among  the  first  bills  to  be  intro- 
duced into  Congress  upon  the  resump- 
tion of  the  session  will  be  one  providing 
that  tbe  heirs  of  soldiers  who  have  died 
in  Soutbem  prisons  during  the  war  may 
collect  of  the  government  itdl  commuta- 
tion of  rations  at  the  ra'e  of  25  ccn  s  a 
day,  for  the  full  time  deceased  may  have 
been  in  confinement. 

According  to  the  present  regulations 
of  the  war  department,  the  heirs  of  a 
private  soldier  'are  allowed  no  claims  of 
this  character,  wbde  those  of  a  commis- 
sioned ofBcer  may  collect  every  emolu- 
ment tbat  pertained  to  him  up  to  the 
time  ol  bis  death,  whetLer  i.e  died  in  hos- 
pital or  in  captivity 

To  refute  beyond  all  question  tbe  story 
frequently  reilerateti  in  tbe  SoutL  qui  ing 
the  war,  and  which  found  seme  credence 
in  the  North,  in  reference  to  tbo  govern- 
ment making  inadequate  provision  for 
the  subsistence  of  its  prisoners,  the  bu- 
reau of  military  prisons  gives  the  follow- 
ing item  in  its  late  report : 

Tbat  during  the  four  years  in  which 
depots  for  the  receipt  of  soulbem  prison- 
ers were  kept  up  in  many  of  the  northern 
cities,  there  accumulated  a  fund  of  op- 
wards  of  three  hundred  thousand  dollars, 
from  the  sale  of  e.\cess  of  ration.s  issued 
to  and  noc  consumed  by  prisoners,  and 
more  than  half  this  sum  was  used  while 
the  war  was  progressing  in  (he  purchase 
of  wines  and  jellies  for  tbe  beneiit  of  the 
occupants  of  prisons  and  hospitals.

Having  rci;l  with  much  interest  a 
couple  of  ai  tides  in  your  paper  by  Mr. 
John  W.  Uaiues,  on  tbo  all  absorbing 
sabject  of  tbe  day,  tbe  freight  monopoly, 
I  would  ftate  why  I  <i<i  noi  agree  wiin 
him  ill  uiatjy  of  hi)  conclusions  Not 
tbat  I  am  not  opposed  ti  monopoly,  for  I 
am  with  \{\n  on  tbat  subject  with  all  my 
heart,  believing  if  it  is  permitted  to  con- 
tinue we  are  a  ruined  people,  or  at  least 
very  much  crippled  in  our  commercial 
and  gfU' ral  business.  I  think  our  trtte 
policy  is  to  so  msnige  as  to  have  all  the 
markets  opened,  and  I  believe  Milwaa- 
kee  aud  Cbi:;ago  are  not  lost  to  us  yet. 
I  am  satisfied  tbat  nothing  but  the  strong 
arm  of  the  law  can  sav  a  tbcui.  Fortu- 
nately the  legislature  of  Wisconsin  has 
constitutional  power,  aud  I  am  satisfied 
they  will  use  it  to  control  tbe   Tailroadi. 

1  do  not  believe  the  railroads  own  Or 
can  control  tbe  present  le>;islature  as 
Mr.  Haines  intimates,  for  the  people  of 
tbe  whole  State  arc  thoroughly  aroused. 
Tbat  done,  we  are  all  right.  Mr.  Haines 
intimates  tbat  tbe  merchants  of  Milwau- 
kee and  Chicago  are  lukewarm  about  the 
trade  on  the  upper  Mississippi,  and  don't 
want  it.  I  should  feel  unworthy  of  my- 
self if  I  permitted  this  statement  to  pass 
by  without  correction,  when  I  speak  from 
personal  knowledge  to  the  contrary.  Two 
years  ago  tb  ■  coming  spring,  at  a  con- 
vention ot  merohants.  wheat  bayefs,  and 
farmers  of  Dakota,  Goodhue  and  Waba- 
shaw,  held  in  Red  Wing,  I  had  the  honor 
of  being  appointed  one  of  throe  commis- 
sioners for  the  purpose  of  visiting  those 
cities  and  endeavor  to  procure  a  reduc- 
tion of  tariff  rates  that  bad  been  pub- 
lished tor  the  season.  Wc  faded  and  let 
me  here  state  that  the  chief  cause  of  our 
failure,  as  I  think,  was  owing  to  the  fact 
that  two  of  the  leading  cities  of  the 
stat<!,  St.  Paul  and  Winona,  were  not 
repre-'entttd,  giving  tbo^e  "Apposing  us 
defiantly  to  a.^k  if  this  tiriff  is  so 
very  wron;;  and  urjust,  why  a-e  not  St. 
Paul  and  Winona  here  asking  redness  of 
said  grievance  ?  Now  tbey  were  jiisi  as 
anxious,  and  more  interefted  than  we, 
but  the/  fiiilod  to  co-operate  with  us, 
and  tbeir  inlluencQ  was  Ijst,  showing  tbe 
importance  of  tbe  whole  people  acting  in 
concert  to  effect  any  great  reform. 

When  we  arrived  at  Milwankee,  tbe 
merchants  and  wheat  operators  received 
us  cordially.  Tuey  felt  tbe  importance 
oi  the  measure,  for  tLcy  had  a  greater 
interest  in  the  lowering  of  freights  than 
we  had.  The  Chamber  ol  Commerce  in- 
vited us  to  lay  our  grievances  before  their 
body,  which  we  did.  in  our  humble  way. 
They  appointed  a  very  earnest  and  able 
committee  to  aid  us  iii  our  object'.  The 
merchants  called  a  meeting  of  tbeir  asso- 
ciation, and  tbey  appointed  a  commit  ee 
to  act  with  the  Chamber  cf  Commerce 
committee. 

After  fully  discussing  tbe  matter,  it 
was  resolved  that  nothing  could  reach 
tbe  case  but  legislative  action.  The  com- 
mittee resolved  to  go  to  Madi-on  ia  a 
body,  Riid  preseed  us  fo  go  with  tbem. 
When  we  arrived  there  it  was  within 
four  days  of  the  close  of  the  session,  too 
late  to  introduce  any  new  bill  or  busi- 
ness. We  tried  to  linker  up  an  old  bill 
to  suit  the  purpose,  but  we  found  it 
would  not  be  made  perfect,  and  if  not 
perfect  it  would  be  worse  than  none.  Let 
me  say  in  behalf  of  the  commission  men 
and  merchants  of  Milwaukee,  that  no 
men  could  have  labored  baixler  or  more 
energetically  in  our  behalf  on  this  matter 
than  they  did.  Teey  were  ready  '-j  epeua 
their  time  and  money  to  bresik  up  this 
monopoly,  and  tbeir  acts  this  winter  will 
prove  my  position. 

What  I  shonld  say  of  Chicago  comnus- 
sion  men  and  merchants  would  be  a  mere 
duplicate  of  what  I  have  said  of  Mdwau- 
kcc,  for  more  liberal,  honorable  and 
high-toned  business  men  can  not  be  foand 
in  any  city.

est,  worthy  of  the  deep  consideration 
of  legislators  and  statesmen  generally. 
We  still  have  ten  million  bushels  of  grain 
of  this  crop  tu  go  to  market.  If  filteen 
cents  per  bushel  can  be  saved  to  the  pro- 
ducer, where  it  belongs,  st  will  amourit 
to  tbe  immense  sum  ct  onu  million  and  a 
half  of  dollars,  to  be  divided  among  tbe 
many  instead  of  i  ito  tbe  bands  of  a  few 
weal  I  by  mt-n. 

Well,  how  is  this  to  be  brought  .i,bout  ? 
That  is  the  quct'ion  that  all  are  anxious 
to  have  answer.-d.  and  1  proposi^  to  adJ 
one  suggestion  for  consi;lcr.ation  Let 
our  (luvernor  be.  called  upon  to  bting 
this  matter  be  ore  tbe  legislature.  Let 
the  farmeis,  merchants  and  basines.s  men 
of  every  county  call  a  CLnvention  and 
paws  r".solutioiis  exprtssing  their  seiiti- 
m.-uts,  and  sppoiut  delegates  to  a  State 
convention  to  m^ct  at  St.  Paul  about 
the  middle  of  Januurc,  to  consult  as  to 
tbe  bett  way  to  effect  the  great  ohj-ct  m 
view. 

Let  tbat  convention  petition  our  iegis 
lature  to  memorialize  the  legislature  of 
our  sister  State  for  relief  in  this  matter, 
for  the  interests  of  Northern  Wisconsin 
arc  identical  with  those  of  the  State  of 
Minnesota,  and  delegates  from  there 
should  be  invited,  and  if  thought  necessa- 
ry send  commissioners  to  bear  the  me- 
morial .  Pet  tbat  convention  memorialize 
Congress  on  the  improvement  of  the  rap- 
ids, and  urge  the  passage  of  the  bill  now 
before  that  body.  I  would  further  sug- 
gest tbat  tbe  Board  of  Trade  of  St.  Paul 
take  tbe  iniatory  step,  call  the  convention

Nearly  ail  young  people  of  both  sexes 
who  can  spare  the  time,  have  taken  to 
?katiDg  as  a  diversion.  The  passion  for 
it  prevails  new  as  extensively  in  the  win- 
ter aa  the  rage  for  base  ball  does  in  all 
other  teasoiis.  It  is  a  graceful  and  fas- 
cinating amusement,  and  when  moderate- 
ly indulged  in  must  be  healthful  and  in- 
vigorating. But  it  is  rather  too  fascina- 
ting. When  the  young  girl  who  has  just 
learned  to  skate,  or  is  yet  learning,  gets 
the  gleaming  steel  blade  under  her  feet, 
she  rarely  feels  disposed  to  take  them 
oil  until  she  is  utterly  tired  out,  or  the 
.•ihades  of  night  overtake  her  on  the  ice. 
By  giving  way  to  this  desire  for  skating 
lotjg  after  a  proper  and  prudent  enjo;.-- 
mere  of  the  exercise  has  elapsed,  a  great 
dtal  cf  barm  is  done. 

The  skates,  it'  not  profverly  strapped, 
»ocu  ch-3ck  the  hta'thy  etrcclatioii  of  Ihe 
blood.  The  feet  are  chilled  by  contact 
with  the  metal  of  ibe  skates,  which  is  in 
contici  with  tbo  ii ';,  and  scon  get  be- 
numbed. All  th;.''  time  tjhe  body  being 
n  motion,  the  ci.-culation  is  ijuickened 
every  wher^  except  in  the  leet  and  ankles. 
This,  it  will  be  seen,  reverses  one  of  the 
cardinal  maxims  of  health,  viz  :  to  keep 
the  f?et  warm  and  the  head  cool.  Young 
lEtn  and  young  girl.s  in  vigorous  health 
can  still)'!  this  lor  an  hour  or  so  without 
much  harm  but  four,  three  or  even  two 
hours  of  the  s^rt  under  such  conditions 
is  certain  to  do  damage,  sooner  or  later. 

Duiicg  the  Ir.'^t  ^kativg  season  we 
heard  ot  more  tha:t  one  case  of  death 
traced  directly  to  such  imprudence,  and 
of  (juite  a  number  of  cases  of  serious  ill- 
ness. Th^re  is  another  matter  that  these 
unwise  young  skaters  should  be  warned 
about.  Used  to  the  warm,  palatable  aud 
regidur  meals  at  home,  they  go  to  the 
skating  ground,  let  the  hour  for  meals  go 
by,  satisfy  themselves  with  a  few  «old 
sweet  cakes,  or  fre(iuently  nothing  at  all, 
when  the  animal  forces  need  afore  than 
usual,  and  so  derange  the  whole  digestive 
system.  This  aggravates  the  damage 
done  by  t'ae  prolonged  and  unusual  exer- 
cise In  every  way  this  excessive  indul- 
gence works  harm.  Parents,  guardians, 
and  all  ])crsons  of  mature  age,  should 
therefore  impress  it  upon  young  persons 
to  take  !t  moderately. — Fhiladtlphia 
Ledger.

gust monarch  of  the  forest — up  when  be 
IS  inflamed  and  down  when  he  is  f  ubdued 
— nevertheless  it  may  be  regarded  as  the 
reliable  test  cf  all  those  who  have  held 
public  position  in  the  national  or  State 
councils,  the  pulpit,  the  bar,  and  at  the 
more  restricted  altar  of  medicine  and 
(jclle  lettres,  and  for  the  last  sixty  years, 
as  well  as  those — a  very  large  and  influ- 
ential class — who  adhere  to  the  convic- 
tions 01  these,  their  representative  men. 
Senator  AVilson  has  learned  first  that 
Virginia  loyalty,  as  represented  in  both 
houses  of  the  State  Legislature  and  in  the 
social  circles  of  Richmond,  is  well  nigh  an 
absokite  myth.

Land  Grant  Baiiroads. 

From  Ibe  N.  Y.  Tribune. 

Tbe  Hon.  John  D.  Baldwin,  member 
of  the  House,  from  the  8ib  ;Di8tnct  of 
Massachusetts,  writes  to  the  Worcester 
Spy,  of  which  journal  he  is  editor,  that 
Mr.  Washburne's  Railroad  Bill  bad  been 
misunderstood.  The  passage  waa  hailed 
as  a  blow  at  the  Camden  and  Amboymo 
nopoly.  Mr.  Baldwin  avers  that  "Ita 
real  bat  undeclared  purpose  was  to  re- 
lease the  Illinois  Central  Railroad  Com- 
pany Irom  its  obligation  to  carry  troops 
and  military  stores  for  the  Government 
free  of  charge.  That  road  baa  been  con- 
structed, chiefly,  by  means  ol  the  mag- 
nificent grant  of  lands,  by  Congreaa  ;  and 
now  its  owners  aeek  to  escape  from  the 
.obligations  of  the  contract  made  with  tbe 
Government,  when  they  accepted  those 
lands.  The  bill,  which  went  through  the 
House  under  the  previous  question  with- 
out being  nndorstood,  authorizes  every 
railroad  iu  the  country  to  claim  and  re- 
ceive compensation  for  carrying  troops 
and  military  stores  for  the  Government, 
thus  not  only  releasing  the  Illinois  Cen-

The  wiuter  climate  is  ir.ietisc'y  coid,  i:nd 
ret  i.i  dry  and  clear  and  still,  as  'to  occasion 
DO  Tcry  great  safTetiDg.  One  who  is  properly 
clad  finds  the  climaie  much  more  enjoyable 
than  the  ampUibious,  half-fluid,  halt-sulid, 
sloppy,  grave-like  chill  ot"  the  East.  The 
«uow!i  are  liKbt;  a  kind  of  snow -dew, 
that  makes  about  an  inch,  or  sometimes  three 
in  a  iiit;ht.  Keal  snow  storms  arc  rare ;  there 
iva»  none  ld>t  winter  A  little  more  snow,  to 
make  better  ^lri2hiu^,  would  hare  been  an 
ilJl^To^oment.  As  to  rain  in  the  winter,  it  is 
almost  unknown.  There  was  not  a  drop  of 
rain  last  wiuter,  from  the  latter  part  of  Oeto- 
t)er  to  about  tba  middle  of  March,  except  a 
slight  drizzle  on  Thanksgiving  day.  And 
there  waa  not  melting  »^now  enough  tor  eight 
or  ten  days  to  wet  a  deer  skin  mocon-iin, 
which  many  gentlemen  wear  all  winter.

SENTENCE 

The  Recorder  addressed  tbe  prisoner 
as  follows — I  have  given  yoar  case,  Ed 
ward  B.  Ketcbum,  most  anxious  and 
careful  consideration  ;  not  because  I  ever 
doubted  what  the  interest*  of  society  re- 
quired or  duty  demanded  ot  me,  but  for 
t  he  reason  that  I  well  know  that  many 
gentlemen  of  high  character  and  excel- 
lent judgment  entertained  views  entirely 
at  variance  with  my  own.  Occupying 
as  you  did,  an  exalted  position  among 
the  business  men  of  this  great  commer- 
cial city ;  commanding  as  yon  did,  un- 
limited confidence  and  credit ;  possessed 
as  you  were  of  great  wealth  and  influ- 
rao«,  yon  became  involved  ia  specula- 
tions as  vast  as  they  wtre  dangerous  and 
ruinous :  and  then,  to  save  the  financial 
ruin  ol  yourself  and  house,  which  seemed 
imminent,  you  did  what  no  one  of  infe- 
rior position  or  credit  could  have  done, 
raised  immense  sums  of  money  upon  pa- 
per which  you  forged,  tbe  genuineness  ot 
which  no  one  doubted  simply  because  yon 
presented  it. 

It  was  the  every  day  story,  varying 
only  from  other  stories  in  the  magnitude 
of  your  forgeries  and  the  greatness  of 
your  fall,  and  you  gave  a  shock  to  credit 
and  to  confidence  from  which  the  busi- 
ness interests  of  the  city  did  not  readily 
recover.  Your  friends,  and  those  who 
ask  for  you  the  mercy  of  the  Court  say 
you  were  laboring  under  a  mania.  But 
every  man  whose  personal  sympathies  do 
not  to  some  extent  warp  his  judgment, 
knows  that  it  was  no  ottier  mania  than 
that  which  aeizes  on  every  man  who  com- 
mits a  crime  in  order  to  avert  a  personal 
calamity  which  he  cannot  endure  to  meet. 
If,  sitting  here  as  a  judge,  I  should  miti- 
gate your  punishment  for  any  of  the  rea- 
sons assigned,  or  becsuse  hearts  are  ach- 
ing and  fainting,  or  because  of  my  own 
personal  sympathies  with  those'  who 
mourn  for  you,  I  should  feel  that  every 
sentence  I  had  passed  upon  a  first  otlend- 
er  had  been  a  wrong,  and  that  I  was  in- 
deed a  "respecter  of  persona."  It  is  my 
duty  so  to  administer  tbe  law  (bat  1^ 
men  may  feel  and  know  that  none  are  be- 
yond either  its  protection  or  its  power. 
It  may  well  be,  as  claimed  by  your  friends 
that  if  joxi  were  permitted  to  go  free, 
you  would  soon  be  able  to  redeem  your 
reputation  and  re-establish  your  position. 
But  if  this  court  should  yield  to  your  ap- 
uation,  it  would  be  an  elbcial  declaration 
that  men  of  influence  and  station  could  of- 
fend agamst  the  laws  without  fear  of  pun- 
ishment. Public  interests  and  necessi- 
ties demand  that  the  penalties  of  violated 
law  should  be  visited  upon  tbe  offender 
by  way  of  example  as  well  as  of  punish- 
ment. If  yon  bad  been  put  upon  trial 
upon  all  the  indictments  brought  against 
you,  the  term  of  your  imprisonmen  would 
have  extended  through  the  greater  part 
of  your  life. 

'J  be  District  Attorney  has  vindicated 
the  law  by  arraigning  you  upon  one  to 
which  you  have  pleaded  guilty,  with  full 
knowledge  of  the  consequences.  Upon 
that  plea  the  extreme  penalty  is  five  years' 
imprisonment  The  law,  however,  di- 
ricts  t'lat  the  term  of  imprisonment  shall 
not  expire  during  tbe  winter  months.  In 
discharge,  therefore,  of  my  duty,  I  must 
pronounce  the  Bentence  of  tbe  Court, 
which  is,  that  you  be  imprisoned  in  the 
Slate  Prison  for  fonr  years  and  six 
months. 

Young  Ketchum  then  resumed  his  seat, 
when  a  number  of  his  friends  came  np 
and  shook  handa  with  him  before  he  was 
conveyed  to  the  City  Prison.

nr.  Seward  aad  Coagrees. 

Coirespondeae*  Clueago  Sapablican. 

Washington,  Dec.  28. — Mr.  Seward's 
proclamation,  recognizing  the  seceded 
States  as  possessing  their  original  status 
seems  to  make  a  direct  issue  with  the  ma- 
jority in  Congress  on  the  subject  of  re- 
'instruction.  The  majority  claim  that 
Congress  only  can  pass  upon  the  question 
whether  these  States  have  formed  repub- 
lican governments  within  the  meaning  of 
the  Constitution.  Mr.  Seward's  posi- 
tion is  that  it  is  a  question  for  the  Execu- 
tive branch  of  the  Government,  whether 
these  States  have  fulfilled  the  conditions 
precedent  to  the  resumption  of  their  for- 
mer constitutional  Tela'ions,  and  that 
Congress  merely  possesses  the  right  to 
pass  upon  the  qualifications  of  the  mem 
bers  who  will  present  themselves.  Mr. 
Raymond  and  Mr.  Seward  believe  that  a 
State  is  the  mere  territory,  a  body  with- 
out a  soul.  Congress  believes  that  tbe 
government  makes  the  State,  gives  life  to 
t,  as  tbe  soul  does  to  the  body.

The  absurdity  of  su:h  Itgisiation  u 
too  manifest  and  great  to  be  .•eriously 
proposed.  The  r:iJical  injustice  of  such 
legiilatiaa  i-.  tcarjely  less  apparent.  But, 
to  a  right  reas'  r,  is  there  any  less  ab- 
surdity, or  mjuatice,  ia  laws  permitting 
my  cattle  tD  trespass  upon  another's  i»os- 
sesiicr  •  ^   thos»!   possessions  are 

protect-,  i  ly  -^  specitjed  and  so-called 
"lawful  fence?"" 

The  true  prio'vio';  clearly  is  that  esch 
man  mast  sutler  !b^  disadvantages,  tii 
well  as  tnjoy  thr  ftdvanta;;c-'.  of  bis  own 
posscS'^ioDa.  If  I  have  a  farm.  I  am  en- 
titled to  i'3  prod'V't^  But  I  must  al-o 
bear  its  '.'iralvantages — sncb  as  the  pay- 
ment of  t,tx>;s.  the  cost  of  (.ulture,  &c. 
WLat  pnaible  j  iirije  could  there  be  in  a 
law  compelling  my  neighbor  to  p.'xy  ray 
taxes  for  me?  "Why,  none,"'  any  one 
would  excUi-j  ;  "  but  there  is  ro  analo- 
gy in  t'l-;  tffo  Li-'ij."  Let  uj  see.  I 
hive  Little.  The  advantage  of  having 
them — such  as  their  work,  produce,  in- 
crease and  growth — are  miue.  But,  as 
the  law  uow  stands,  a  considerable  por- 
tisn  ol  tha  'lisad vantage,  or  tax,  of  tak- 
ing car-}  of  t'nem — the  keeping  them  from 
trespas.'iRg  on  my  neighbor — falls,  not 
00  33«  who  erjoy  the  advantages  of  sa'd 
c^tlc,  but  on  my  neighbor  who  enjoys 
no  a'iv4Dt3g>i  froai  thc-n.  Is  there  any 
more  justic-i  in  this  ihin  in  making  my 
neig'nbcr  pay  ttc  tix  oa  my  farm? — it  ia 
making  him  pay  a  tax  on  my  cattle.  Is 
it  not  /»  glaring  and  flagrant  injustice  ? 

The  su"oject  Las  beside  an  econ- 
omical and  more  general  bearing. 
With  iLe  law  as  at  present,  every 
man  must  necessarily  fence  all  his  land. 
Change  it  fo  that  everN-  man  shall  f'jnce 
in  hi3  own  cattle,  instead  of  fencing  out 
his  aughbori'  and  wc  could  dispense 
with  fcD  :>ng  all  but  our  pisture  lands, 
which,  on  an  ST-ragc  cannot  exceed  one 
halt  the  l^nd. 

Now,  suppose  a  road  runs  around  each 
stctioD  this  makes  it  necessary  for  each 
owner  of  a  'jaarttr  section  to  build  all 
the  fence  half  way  around  his  farm,  or 
320  rods.  On  the  other  two  sides  neigh- 
^'.rs  will  join  him.  building  Lilf  the  fence. 
and  addin;*  100  rods  to  his  fence,  mak- 
ing 48*)  ro<l»  of  outside  fence.  Then 
tb«-re  must  needs  teat  !e<i«t  on;  cross 
f'.nce  for  pasturing,  that  cannot  well  be 
les;  than  IG'J  rods,  making  610  rods  in 
ail,  which  at  fifty  cents  per  rod,  is  -^SiiO, 
the  least  cost  of  the  fencing-cjt  system, 
for  a  fully  iniprove'l  or  occupied  160  aero 
farm. 

On  the  fencing-m  principle,  if  the 
^i^i-scre  paituP':  be  taken  off  th^"  side 
tsert  to  a  rca'i,  it  would  rfniire  16u  rods 
next  the  road  and  160  rods  on  the  oppo- 
site side,  80  rods  on  the  en !,  and  40  rods 
on  the  end  joining  kis  neighbor,  making 
440  rods  in  all.  costing  SJiO.  If  th»} 
paature  b«  taken  on  the  side  next  a 
neighbor,  joining  pasture.*,  then  there 
would  be  8j  roda  on  that  side,  160  rods 
on  the  opposite  side,  80  rods  00  the  road 
end,  andIO  rods  on  tUo  olb<:r  end  join- 
ing with  anotLer"  neighbor,  making  .%0 
rods  in  all,  costing  $180.  Averaging 
these  estimat.e<i,  the  cost  of  fencing  in 
wonld  be  ^2'/0  per  ijuarter  tection,  or 
tl20  less  pir  tjuarter  section  than  the 
f«ncing-out  system. 

Thi«  $1:0  p<^r  quarter  section,  is  $480 
per  section,  and  no  le^s  than  atteiiUen 
theusand  twj  hundrtd  and  eighty  dollars 
par  town  of  six  mil^s  tquare  ;  or  a  aum 
BofScient  to  build  a  town  house  costing 
$1,280,  rine  school  houses,  or  one  for 
each  lour  spcmod:.,  at  one  thousand  dol- 
lan  each,  and  still  leave  a  fund  of 
aeren  thousand  dallara  for  the  eateblish- 
ment  and  endowment  of  a  high  school,  or 
for  some  other  purpose.  Now  we  cnb- 
mit  that  thia  is  altogether  too  I^ge  arom 
to  be  wasted— altogether  too  large  a 
som  to  be  expended  m  supporting  what 
we  have  seen  is  a  relic  of  barbarism,  ab- 
surd and  illogical  in  theory,  and  false  in 
principle— a  sum,  too,  that  must  every 
few  years  be  paid  over  again  in  rebuild- 
lag  these  fences. 
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somewhat  forcible  objection  to  the  "fenc- 
lu^  ui"  ayat^m  so  far  aa  road  Uium*  are 
concerned,  ia  that  without  them  the  driv- 
ing of  cattle  to  maiket,  in  droves  aud 
otherwise,  would  bu  dIfllcuU  if  not  im- 
possible. The  answer  is  that  this  ia  an 
iut'idt'ut  and  not  a  tuudamental  objection, 
and  ccc  which  inveuti^n  can  obviate  at  a 
much  It'!":  cost  to  the  community  than  the 
present  practic**. 

tha^  Here  might  be  one  good  road  fenced 
thruug'u  each  county,  and  all  cattle  sold 
be  delivered  by  the  sellers,  in  manage- 
able numbers,  on  tbo  line  ot  said  road. 
This  would  cost  our  farmers  far  less  than 
the  present  system. 

But,  we  apprehend  that  the  "logic  of 
evootk"  is  lead'Dg  to  a  itimple  and  better 
solution  of  the  ditBculty.  Time,  not  dis- 
tance, is  l.i.<i  becoming  the  test  of  frans- 
poitatio3.  TLe  difference  o!  a  week, 
and  often  a  day,  is  the  point  whii.h  turns 
the  scale  ol  "made"  or  "ra-ned.  The  j 
old  metbjd  of  driving  cattle  to  market  in  j 
"drovt.s"  must  therefore  speedily  give  j 
way  to  a  quicktr  method.  In  fact,  the 
"drover's"  oecupaticn  is  already  gone  in 
all  the  older  parts  of  the  country,  and 
wbetf  ver  the  railrca  1  engice's  whistle  is 
heard.  The  buyer  va^v  perambulate  the 
country  still,  but  he  will  eojn  require  the 
delivery  of  the  purchased  animals  at  the 
"railroad,"  and  then  the  "drover,"  some- 
what like  the  "poor  Iniiian,""  niu;t  hurry 
on  ahead  of  tbo  eiig:ne.  or  give  up  Lis 
occupation  altogether.  Either  way,  this 
only  objection  lo  the  "foncing  in  "  pricci- 
pie  will  thus  entirely  disappear. 

In  the  meantime,  we  have  no  fears  that 
wc  shall  find  any  i!itficulty  in  selling  our 
cattle,  even  if  the  "fencing  in"  system 
were  at  once  adopted.

The  greatest  of  all  mistakes  made  by 
the  South  in  the  late  attempted  revolu- 
tion, next  to  the  grandest  inis'aNe  of  all 
that  secession  could  be  acomplsabed  in 
peace,  was  cutting  loose  from  the  Noith- 
west.  Apar»  from  every  other  ccn-ider- 
atiou,  it  was  a  great  military  blunder; 
for,  even  if  successful  in  cst;ibli3hing  a 
Southern Coni^deiv  y  ot  the  slavehold- 
ing  States,  it  would  hate  left  a  neighbor- 
ing power,  imbued  with  a  spirit  far  from 
ami-.:able,  with  its  territory  driven  like  a 
wedge  into  its  flank— and  that  weJge 
prolonged  in  the  shape  of  a  b&vigable 
river,  whtse  posscssitn  wa<  a  question 
merely  ot  which  power  could  jmt  alloat 
aud  maintain  u>^-oa  its  bosom  the:  most 
powerful  fleet  of  iron-clad  "rams  ' —the 
Northern  power  having  the  immense  ad- 
vantage  ol  the  descending  current.

I  was  V.  coquette.  Many  a  lover's 
heart  I  had  lacerated  by  refusing  his  oSer 
ot  marriage  after  I  had  lured  him  on  to  a 
declaration.

How  all  its  joys,  ita 
affections,  its  last  crowning  love  rose  up 
before  me  !  I  thought  of  the  pang  that 
would  rend  Elliot's  heart  as  be  saw  me 
lying,  mangled  and  dead  ;  and  then  the 
thought  would  come  if  he  were  pursuing 
and  trying  to  aave  me,  even,  at  he  had 
said,  at  the  risk  of  life  and  limb.  I  re- 
membered no  more.  I  felt  a  sudden 
shock,  a  fearful  rushing  through  the  air, 
and  knew  no  more  until,  days  afterward, 
I  woke  to  a  faint,  weak  semblance  of  life 
in  my  chamber  at  home. 

1  never  saw  Captain  Elliot  again.  The 
last  words  I  ever  heard  from  bis  lips  were 
those  ot  knightly  daring.

The  New  KiuK  of  the  Belgians. 

London  (Deo.  11)  correspondence  of  the   Man- 
chester Guardian. 

The  Duke  of  Brabant  is  a  young  man 
of  virtuous  habits,  fond  of  mechanical  in- 
vention and  church  music,  a  believer  in 
relics,  etiquette  and  decency.  The  Par- 
ti Pretre  exult  aloud  at  having  at  length 
a  King  in  Belgium  who,  instead  of  being 
a  believer  in  the  cosmopolitan  creed  of 
j  Christendom,  has,  a  Jesuit  for  bis  confess- 
'  or,  and  who  liveB'in  the  light  of  the  past. 
j  Leopold  was  too  wise  a  man  to  worry 
!  his  son  on  points  of  doctrine  about  which 
be  himself  carjsd  Dolhing ,  bat  be  would 
never  allow  him.  while  he  lived,  any  op- 
portunity of  betraybg  his  unpopular  pre- 
dilections by  taking  4)artin  public  aflfatra. 
"The  Belgic  throne  is  not  a  bad  seat  as 
times  go,'  he  used  to  aay ;  "but  it  is  nei- 
ther old  nor  strong  enough  to  afford  be- 
ing played  tricks  with.  1  wish  to  leave 
to  my  son  in  a  sound  condition,  and  let 
him  keep  it  so  if  he  can.'' 

But  the  necessary  consequence  of  this 
exclusion  of  the  heir  apparent  from  pub- 
lic business  is  that  he  now  comes   to  the 
performance  of  its  duties  utterly  destitute 
of  training  and  experience.     He  has  al-  j 
lowed  expectations  to  be  formed  by   tbe  : 
priests  and  nobles  of  the  Catholii:  party  j 
which  he  can  never  realize.     They   are  1 
full  of  dreams  of  legislative  reaction  like 
those  which  itiflam^  the  evil  counsellors 
of  Charles  X,  and  prepared  the   way  to 
his  fall :  and  if  (he   young   king  has  the 
folly  to  dismiss  his  father's   tolerant   and 
prudent  ministers,  and  to  attempt  the  for- 
mation of  a  Boman  cabinet,    as   there  is 
reason  to  fear,  the  consequences  to  him- 
self and  his  faoaily  may  be  serious.     His 
young  queen  is  a  woman  of  spirit  and  vi- 
vacity,   against  whom,    notwithstanding 
her  Austrian  extraction,  there  has  never 
been  a  murmur  of  popular  distrust     But 
hitherto  she  has  devoted  herself  altogeth- 
er to  the  domestic  care  of  her  children ; 
and  Belgian   society,   which  has  always 
emulated  the  tone  of  that  of  France,   has 
often  peevishly  complained  that  the  Prin- 
cess has  never  been  heard    of  except  in 
tbe  nursery. 

If   covetous    neighbors    entertain,   as 
they  are  suspected  of  doing,  any    design 
of    partition   or   annexation,     they    will 
await  of  course  the   development  of  in- 
ternal distractions  in  Belgium.     Tbe  lib- 
eral party  possesses  great  preponderant 
weight  of    intelligence,    enterprise   and 
opnlence  in  the  great  towns.     Their  an- 
tagonists have,  no  doubt,  tbe  majority  of 
the  peasant  proprietors  in   their   bands, 
and   they   comprise  many   wealthy   and 
respectable  persons  among  the  nobility. 
But  in  a   rtruggle  for  ascendancy  either 
in  the   Council,    the   Lfgielature   or  the 
press  they  cculd  not  hold  their  own  for 
ten  days    together.     This   is  so    well  un- 
derstood on  all  hands  that  whatever  mis- 
givings are  entertained  of  tbe  stability  of 
pre.tent  order  of  things  they   may   point 
to  intrigne  and  matieuvre,  and  in  this  di- 
rection  nothing  but  experience   to   the 
contrary  will  be  able  to  prove  that  there 
IB  not  danfrer.

She, 
with  all  her  sister  'Republics'  of  South 
America,  has  been,  from  the  beginning, 
uninterruptedly,  a  most  violent,  bloody 
incendiary,  disgraceful  Anarchy.'' 

There  is  something  of  the  exaggeration 
of  an  imaginative  temperament  in  this, 
but  it  ia  substantially  true.  Going  to 
war  to  maintain  republicaniam  in  Mexico,

"Ono  month  ot  a  war  with  I'rance 
would  cost  tbis  nation,  in  the  loss  of  its 
national  credit  and  the  depreciation  of  its 
currency,  more  than  all  Mexico  is  worth 
in  fee-simple." 

Exactly  so.  Everj-  word  of  that  sen- 
tence is  mathematically  sound. 

"We  are  asked  to  go  to  war  with 
France,  or  to  menace  or  bully  her  iu" 
behalf  of  Mexico.  In  other  words,  we 
must  plunge  into  war  with  one  of  the 
foremost  nations  and  peoples  of  all  tbis 
world  or  of  time,  in  the  imaginary  ii:ter- 
est  of  one  of  the  lowest  and  last."

Frauds   «r  Dr.  Bratfbrd,  late 
Pablir  Admialstrater. 


From  the  N.  Y.  Evening  Post,  30th 

Rumors  have  prevailed  iu  political  cir- 
cles for  three  or  tour  daya  paat,  that  a  de- 
ficit had  been  discovered  in  the  accounts 
of  Dr.  Bradford,  the  Public  Administra- 
tor, and  yesterday  afternoon  it  was  an- 
nounced that  be  bad  been  removed,  and 
Murray  Ilofiman  appointed  in  his  place. 
This  morning  the  following communica- 
tion  from  Dr.  Bradford  was  sent  to  the 
Presidents  of  the  Boards  of  Aldermen 
and  Councilmen  respectively. 

"To  the  Common  Council  of  the  City  of  New 
York 

"Gentle.men  I  regret  to  inform  you 
that  the  annual  report  of  (he  Public  Ad- 
ministrator for  the  }  ear  1865  will  show  a 
deficit  of  between  thirty-five  and  forty 
thousand  dollars  in  that  ofKce.  Thi* 
amount  has  been  improperly  used  by  me 
while  holding  that  ofRce,  and  now  lost  in 
stock  speculations  in  Wall  street. 

"It  is  due  to  the  persons  employed  in 
the  otBce  to  say  that  they  are  entirely 
innocent  of  any  knowledge  of  the  misap- 
propriation of  the  funds  of  the  otlice ;  the 
defalcation  was  entirely  from  the  use  of 
securities  belonging  to  various  estates 
which  were  deposited  in  the  safe  in  the 
office,  and  taken  thereform  by  me  and 
hypothecated  as  margins  on  stock  opera- 
u  n). 

"No  pereoQ  but  myself  knew  that  I 
improperly  became  possessed  of  the  se- 
curities so  used,  and  no  living  creature 
has  directly  or  indirectly  derived  any  pe- 
cuniary or  oti  er  advantage  from  my  im- 
proper use  of  the  securities. 

"I  have  assigned  all  my  property  and 
effects,  together  with  the  property  of  my 
wife,  to  a  trustee  in  trust;  first  to  pay 
my  bondsmen  any  moneys  which  tnej 
may  be  obliged  to  pay  by  reason  of  be- 
coming my  bondsmen ;  second,  the  bal- 
ance to  be  paid  t3  •h<;  city  of  New  York, 
toward  liquidating  the  deficiency  (over 
th<!  amount  of  my  official  bond,)  which 
will  appear  upou  the  settlement  of  my 
accounts.

The  Special  Election  In  Rice 
Connty. 


FAaiBAtLT,  Dec.  80,  IMS. 
Editor*  8t.  Paul  Press : 

You  wiB  probabh  remember  that  this 
county  was  represented  in  tbe  State  Con- 
vention by  a  delegation  beaded  by  O. 
Brown,  bitterly  hostile  to  Attorney  Gen- 
eral Cole ;  that  in  consequence  Cole  was 
beaten  in  the  convention.  The  friends 
of  Mr.  Cole  claimed  tkat  tbe  election  of 
these  delegates  was  procuretl  by  skull 
duggery,  and  entirely  misrepresented  tbs 
withes  of  tbe  people  of  Rice  county ;  but 
no  fair  opportunity  was  afforded  to 
test  the  matter  before  the  people  oj 
Rice  county  till  the  special  election 
last  Saturday  for  Senator  in  place  of 
(len.  Levi  Nntting.  On  the  one  side. 
Attorney  General  Cole,  in  response  to  a 
public  and  numerously  signed  requisition 
of  prominent  Republicans,  consented  to 
become  a  candidate  for  the  position  ;  and 
on  the  other,  E.  Dike,  oae  of  the  dele- 
gates to  the  State  Convention,  promptly 
accepting  the  challenge,  ran  as  an  inde- 
pendent candidate — the  Democrats  nom- 
inating Shields,  who  soon  after  withdrew 
in  favor  of  Dike. 

Tbe  issue  was  thus  fairly  put  to  the 
people  of  Rice  county  whether  the  action 
of  the  delegates  should  be  sustained  or 
repudiated.  The  result  I  enclose  in  a 
slip  from  the  Central  RepuhUean,  which 
includes  all  the  t<  wnsbips  except  three  or 
fonr  remote  ones  where  the  vote  is  small. 
Out  of  .''bout  1,100  votes  cast.  Cole  gets 
850  and  Dike  about  250 — Cole's  nujority 
being  about  600. 

In  Morristown  Cole  got  106  votes  uid 
Dike  2 ;  in  Nortbfield  Cole  got  156  votes 
and  Dike  14 ;  in  Richland  and  Wheat- 
land every  vote  cast  was  fcr  Cole,  and 
so  in  several  townships  Cole  got  from  28 
to  37  votes.  Dike  getting  bnt  3,  4,  or  5. 
In  Faribault  the  friends  of  Shields  and 
Dike  united,  to  carry  tbe  town  against 
Cole,  but  Cole  got  250  votes  while  Dike 
got  but  185. 

In  Sbieldaville,  a  strong  Democratic 
township,  Dike  got  2  majority.  The  re- 
sult is  a  great  triumph  for  the  friends  of

THE  COLLAPSE. 


HoYT  it  is  Haste! 


From  theChlosgo  BepabUeso,  Jan.  2. 

There  is  a  very  natural  fear  in  tbe 
minds  of  all  thinking  men,  that  the  coun- 
try is  haste.ning  toward  a  commercial 
crash,  compared  with  which  those  of 
1837  and  of  1857  were  but  triflmg  in  the 
extent  of  disaster.  The  Secretary  of  the 
Treasury  in  bis  report  warned  the  country 
of  the  danger  ahead ;  as  one  means  of 
rendering  tbe  calamity  less  disastrous, 
if  not  indeed  of  averting  it,  he  urged  a 
return  to  specie  payments  by  the  speed- 
iest possible  means,  and  by  simultaneous 
reduction  of  the  paper  currency. 

But  no  measure  such  as  the  Secretary 
proposes  can  ever  be  practicable  unless 
there  4>e  a  correspondhig  retrenchment 
on  the  part  of  the  nation  and  of  the  peo- 
ple. The  Government  could  not  main- 
tain its  credit  a  day  after  tbe  war  closed 
if  its  expenditures  were  not  reduced  to 
the  standard  of  an  economical  peace  es- 
tablishment. Tbe  Government  owes  as 
a  war  debt  in  round  numbers  three  thon- 
sand  millions  of  dollars ;  how  much  the 
State  and  municipal  governments  owe  on 
the  same  account  we  do  not  kr.ow,  bnt  it 
is  a  large  sum. 

Th<  whole  debt  is  due  by  the  people, 
and  it  is  proposed  tfcat  the  greater  por- 
tion of  it  shall  be  paid  by  tbe  present  and 
rising  generation.  Upon  that  presump- 
tion rests  the  credit  of  tbe  nation.  The 
payment  of  this  enormus  sum  will  tax  the 
energies  and  test  the  endurance  of  tbe 
people  for  the  next  thirty  years.  To  pay 
it,  or  even  to  reduce  it,  will  require  the 
practice  of  the  most  rigid  economy  not 
only  on  tbe  part  of  the  nation  but  of  indi 
viduals.  With  these  facts  known  to  all 
men,  how  are  we  preparing  for  the  day 
of  retrenchment? 

The  record  of  onr  importation  of  for- 
eign goods  shows  than  within  tbe  last  six 
months  we  have  steadily  increased  in  tbe 
volume  of  onr  imports,  and  as  Sieadily 
diminished  in  the  volnme  of  exports  of 
domestic  produce.  In  November,  1865, 
there  were  entered  in  New  York  dry 
goods  to  the  value  of  $12,687,947  against 
$2,235,207  for  the  same  month  last  year. 
To  the  close  of  November  the  imports  of 
dry  goods  at  New  York  since  January, 
1865,  were  $81,386,004.  against  $70.- 
031,000  during  the  same  period  last  year 

The  imports  in  December  will  still  fur- 
ther increase  of  onr  expendeture  abroad 
for  these  goods.  It  is  true  that  tbe  Gov- 
ernment derives  an  increased  revenue 
from  these  imports,  bnt  it  is  also  true 
that  we  are  by  these  lavish  importations 
building  up  another  debt  instead  of  re- 
trenching and  returning  to  an  econom- 
ical system  of  living.  For  the  week 
ending  December  26,  the  imports  into 
New  York  alone  had  a  gold  value  of  $6- 
463,518.  This  is  at  the  rate,  including 
the  whole  country,  of  nearly  four  hun- 
dred millions  a  year,  alt  of  which  bas  to 
be  paid  for  in  gold.  Can  we  continue 
tbis  lavish  expenditure,  and  at  the  same 
time  pay  our  national  debt?  It  is  idle  to 
expect  that  snch  an  extraordinary  ex- 
penditure will  not  be  followed  by  the 
natural  result,  and  that  is  commercial 
disaster,  financial   collapse,  and  general 

prostration. 

The  merchant  may,  after  be  has  (pent 
all  his  money,  keep  np  appearances  tor  a 
long  time,  indeed,  as  long  as  be  can  bor- 
row from  one  bank  to  pay  another ;  but 
the  end  is  certain — he  must  fail.  The 
people  of  the  United  States  have  not  ex 
pended  all  tbeir  means ;  they  have  an 
abundance  to  meet  their  prevent  debt 
and  to  pay  it,  if  they  are  prudent  in  (heir 
expenditure  and  economical  in  tbeir  hab- 
its. If,  however,  they  continue  the  prod- 
igality which  was  an  incident  of  the  infla- 
tion produced  by  the  war ;  il  they  will 
pursue  tbe  extravagances  which  have  been 
adopted  during  the  lasttive  years  ;  if,  in- 
stead of  paying  off  their  home  debt,  they 
contract  an  additional  foreign  debt,  then 
tbe  day  of  reckoning  will  speedily  i  ar- 
rive, and  will  bring  with  it  a  terrible 
crash. 

We  repeat  that  the  exigencies  of  the 
times  demand  that  there  shall  be  at  once 
adopted  and  religiously  ob!<erved  a  sys- 
tem of  economical  expenditure,  public 
and  private.  This  may  not  avert  alto- 
gether the  financial  collapse  that  threat- 
ens us,  but  it  may  do  much  to  lessen  its 
force,  and  reduce  its  volnme  of  disaster. 
Every  man  should  now  put  his  bouse  in 
order  (or  the  coming  day  of  settlement. 
Let  those  in  debt  economize  now  while 
they  can ;  let  them  as  soon  as  practicable 
pay  what  they  owe,  and  go  in  dobt  no 
more.  Let  the  credit  system,  as  a  sys- 
tem, be  discontinued  as  far  as  practica- 
ble, and  the  man  whose  affairs  are  tbe 
best  regulated  according  to  this  policy 
will  have  the  least  to  dread,  and  will  suf- 
fer less  when  the  result  of  our  extrava- 
gance and  recklessness  falls  upon  tbe 
countrj-.

1865.-Bl«jor  Gene- 
ral Bntler  is  denizened  here,  engaged  in 
osriag  for  his  interosti.  M  wnneot«d  with 
an  ore-disintegradsg  caapaDy,  over 
which  he  is  placed  as  President.  It  is 
not,  I  believe,  definitely  settled  whether 
tbe  Qeneral  bas  succeeded  in  prevailing 
upon  the  War  Department  to  accept  his 
much  talked  of  resignation,  and  there  are 
some  uncharitable  people  who  suspect 
that  the  unwillingness  of  tbe  Waahingtoo 
powers  to  let  the  hero  off,  indicates  the 
possibility  that  New  Orleans  and  other 
matters  may  yet  have  their  history  writ- 
ten in  a  style  that  will  demand  a  court- 
martial— in  which  case  the  Massachu- 
setts soldier,  to  secure  proper  attention, 
will  need  to  be  in  the  service,  and  thus 
be  within  reach  of  the  particular  kind  of 
justice  meted  out  by  military  tribunals 
But  all  this  may  be  the  sheerect  guesr- 
work. 

It  is  cortaiu,  however,  that  when  the 
secret  history  of  the  performances  cf  sev- 
eral  Generals  in  the  Department  of  tbe 
Southwest  get  ventilated,  tbe  people  will 
learn  (hat  swindling  and  corruption  are 
not  confined  to  (he  New  Tfork  Common 
Council  entirely.  And,  by  the  way, 
somt^  enterprising  lithographer  has  just 
published  here  a  ludicrous  caricature,  in 
illustration  of  General  Grant's  reference 
to  Butler  in  bis  recent  report.  The  pic- 
ture is  entitled  "The  Bottle  Imp— Low- 
Bitters,  bottled  by  General  Grant 
F.  B.  1865.  U.  S.  G."  In  a  glass  bot- 
tle, t^btly  corked,  (General  Grant  hav- 
ing bis  hand  on  the  stopper)  is  seen  the 
burly  figure  of  BuUer,  en  grande  coatume 
militaire,  holding  in  his  hand  a  bag,  la- 
beled "Gold  ;"  while  on  tbe  outside  of  the 
botUe  are  seen  sundry  such  legends  as 
"Dutch  Gap,"  "Powdes  Boat,"  "Back 
Door  to  Richmond,"  and  a  big  key  where- 
with to  unlock  the  door  aforesaid.  The 
thing  is  very  provocative  of  mirth,  and 
will  inspire  little  admiration  of  tbe  Lowell 
hero. 

The  Pirate  Senames 

Prom  the  Washington  Chronicle,  30th. 

The  notorious  sea  rover.  Cap.  Semmes 
is  now  a  prisoner  in  this  city.  He  ar- 
rived by  the  10 :40  train  from  New  York 
on  Thursday  night,  in  charge  of  Lieuten- 
ant Lyman  P.French,  and  Sergeants  Cas- 
eidy  and  Jones,  of  the  Marinu  corps.  On 
reaching  tbis  city  he  was  immediately  ta- 
ken to  the  Navy  Yard  and  furnished  with 
quarters  in  a  room  hastily  fitted  up  for 
that  purpose  in  the  dispensary  building, 
a  guard  being  pi  iced  over  him.  More 
commodious  quarters  are  being  fitted  np 
for  his  accomodation,  adjoining  the  chapel 
heretofore  used  for  court  martial  purpos- 
es. He  will  probably  be  tried  in  the 
chapel,  and  in  that  c  ise  will  be  conveni- 
ently located  with  reference  to  the  im- 
portant business  which  summoned  him 
here.  When  the  officers  above  named, 
found  him  at  his  residence  near  Mobile, 
Ala  ,  he  was  comfortably  seated  in  his 
parlor,  reading  a  newspaper,  'ibis  was 
about  8  p.  M.,  on  the  15th  inst.  Semmes 
expressed  great  astonishment  on  learn- 
ing tbe  business  oi  tbe  visitors  who  had 
dropped  in  upon  him  so  unexpectedly, 
claiming  that  the  arrest  was  a  violation 
of  his  parole.  Lieutenant  Freneb  en- 
deavored to  discharge  the  duty  assigned 
him  without  any  unnecessary  harsh- 
ness, allowing  his  prisoner  nntil 
twelve|o'clock  on  the  following  day  to 
make  uis  preparations,  and  to  perfect 
any  needful  arrangements  in  behalf  of  his 
family.  Captain  Semmes  availed  himself 
of  the  courtesy,  and  at  noon  on  ttie  16th 
he  bade  adieu  to  his  wife  and  three  daugh- 
ters, and  started  with  his  custodians  to 
Mobile.  There  they  took  the  steamer 
Louisa  for  New  Orleans,  and  at  the  latter 
place  were  detained  fonr  days  awaiting 
the  departure  of  the  steamer  Costa  Rica 
for  New  York.  They  arrived  at  the  lat- 
ter place  on  Wednesday  night,  and  the 
next  morning  took  tbe  cars  for  the  city, 
arriving  as  above  stated.  During  the  pas- 
sage he  preserved  a  cheerful  demeanor, 
talking  freely  of  bis  exploits  during  the 
war  and  speculating  as  to  his  prospect  of 
a  trial,  the  result  of  which  he  did  not 
appear  lo  regard  with  any  very  gloomy 
forebodings.  He  maintained  an  argu- 
ment tbat.bis  arrest  was  illegal.  Semmes 
preserves  the  same  look  of  audacity  which 
distinguished  him  in  tbe  earlier  part  of 
his  life.  His  moustache  and  imperial  are 
perfectlv  white,  while  his  hair  remains 
dark.  He  is  now  aboat  fifty  years  of 
age,  about  five  feet  eight  inches  Ugh,  of 
rather  slender  budd,  and  is  dressed  in  a 
pair  of  gray  pants,  vest  and  coat,  and  a 
dark  overcoat.

John  C.  Heenan— Ills  Beturn 
to  America. 

From  tiM  New  York  World,  D?c  25. 

During  the  past  week  considerable  ex- 
citement has  been  manifested  by  tbe  sport- 
ing men  ot  this  city  at  tbe  publication  in 
the  World  of  th  >  news  that  John  C.  Hee- 
nan, tbe  Benicia  boy,  was  expected  in  this 
city,  and  would  arrive  by  the  steamship 
Cuba,  from  Liverpool.  The  Cuba  s.ttij- 
ed  at  Boston  on  last  Wednesday,  bearing 
as  a  portion  of  its  priceless  cargo  the  ex- 
champion,  whose  exploits  in  tbe  arenn  for 
the  past  five  years  has  becu  tbe  theme  of 
all  sporting  men  tbrougboit  tbe  United 
States  and  England.  Ueeuan  came  over 
the  water  as  a  first  cabin  passenger,  and 
from  his  retiring  habit;)  but  very  few  per- 
sons on  the  vessel  im^in-.:d  that  the  world 
renowned  athlete  wai  a  fellow-passenger 
of  theirs.  Heenan  was  dressed  in  a  very 
unostenta'ions  manner,  and  said  but  very 
little  during  th<'.  voyage  to  give  a  clue  to 
his  future  movements  in  this  country.  He 
bas  been  traveling  with  \k  circus  in  Eng- 
land, and  it  is  repotted  that  the  boy  has 
antasfied  a  large  amount  of  money  on  the 
trip  in  England.  No  sooner  bal  tbe 
stem'^r  Cuba  touched  her  wharf  in  Boston 
than  the  news  was  spread  throngbont  the 
city  that  tbe  Beni>*ti  boy  was  a  passenger. 

A  large  crowd  co  lected  at  the  dock, 
principally  consiAtini;  of  members  of  the 
sporting  fraternit\  .  among  whom  were  a 
eele  !t  coterie  ol  Heenan's  personal  friend? . 
Heenan  wa*  hn  riily  received  by  them, 
and  they  proce<'.l>  d  to  the  Parker  House, 
whcte  tbe  boy  engaged  rooms.  Heenan 
is  greatly  changed  in  appearance  from  tbe 
day  when  be  left  tbis  city  for  England  to 
fight  I'om  Savers.  The  boy's  face  is 
cleanly  shaved,  and  his  luxuriant  black 
moustache  bas  disappeared  from  him. 
He  looks  oldej,  and  bas  lost  all  super- 
fluous flesb,  gaining  solidity  by  bis 
loss  of  adipose  matter.  Heenan, 
during  his  stay  in  Boston  paid  visits 
to  all  the  sporting  bouses  and  billiard  sa- 
loons, being  a  great  admirer  of  the  fash- 
ionable game.  A  great  number  of  men 
about  town  visited  Harry  Hill's  in  Hous- 
ton street,  Joe  Cobam's  in  Grand  street, 
Jem  Colbert's  in  Crosby  street,  Lafayette 
Hall  in  Broadway,  and  the  other  sporting 
houses  in  tbe  city,  with  the  hope  of  get- 
ting a  sight  of  the  Benicia  Boy,  bnt,  np 
to  a  late  hour  last  evening,  Heenan  had 
not  arrived.  It  was  ex  lected,  however, 
that  he  would  arrive  to-day  by  the  train 
from  Boston,  a  telegram  having  been  re- 
ceived to  that  effect.

brief  sketch  of  tbe  unhappy  circumstan- 
ces of  my  past  life  since  the  time  an  un- 
fortunate matrimonial  alliance  caused  me 
to  seek  relief  in  visiting  foreign  lands 
and  finally  drove  me  to  enlist  in  the  aray. 
While  in  the  army  1  passed  through  tha 
various  positions  from  a  private  up  to 
orderly  sergeant,  and  then,  having  pass- 
ed an  examination,  I  received  a  commis- 
sion. I  returned  to  mv  home  after  a 
long  absence,  expecting  to  God  a  welcome 
and  a  happy  home.  But  such  a  scene  as 
met  me  there  was  enough  to  drive  tbe 
««»08t  callous  per.'on  in  the  world  to  for- 
»ake«ucha  home.  I  rushed  from  the 
honse,  atid  formed  a  determination  never 
to  return.  1  knew  not  which  way  I  was 
going.  I  drove  out  to  the  country.  I 
attended  a  party,  and  while  there  some 
one  told  me  that  Harry  Parsons,  a  cousin 
ofTamzen  Parson;,  was  present  and  very 
anxious  to  see  me.  I  had  been  drinking 
very  heavily  that  day.  I  drove  to  Mr. 
Parsons'  house  that  night,  bu^  what  oc- 
curred there  I  do  not  know.  I  awoke  in 
the  morning  filled  with  shame  and  re- 
morse, for  I  was  waked  by  a  tender 
hand.  I  asked  "  who  are  you?"  and 
she  told  me  she  was  Tamzen.  She  said, 
••  Doctor,  why  do  you  drink  so  ?"  I  saw 
in  that  look  sympathy  and  pity  that  filled 
my  whole  soul,  and  I  saw  my  feeling 
was  reciprocated.  While  in  that  condi- 
tion a  wild  mad  love  took  possession  of 
mc,  such  an  one  as  I  had  never  experi- 
enced before,  an  illicit  love,  one  which 
led  to  illicit  intercourse,  and  which  love 
I    have     until      this     day     cherished. 

But  it  was  not  all  passion.  Love  de- 
stroys all  basser  passion.  I  went  to  Pitts- 
burg, and  the  next  day  Tamzen  asked  me 
to  marry  her,  and  insane  as  I  was,  I  did 
BO-  I  went  to  the  Mayor  of  the  city,  and 
the  principal  minister  of  the  city  married 
u«,  and  it  was  then  my  intention  to  seek 
some  retired  spot,  and  settle  down,  and 
live  in  quiet.  Aud  the  next  day  when  I 
was  making  arrangements  to  find  a  place 
in  which  to  abide,  1  was  arrested  and 
brought  before  the  Mayor,  or  a  charge 
of  bigamy.  I  then  told  him  the  truth, 
and  all  the  circumstances  connected  with 
the  matter,  I  made  an  clTir  to  Mr. 
Haines,  which,  had  he  accepted  it,  would 
have  prevented  all  exposure  and  tho  on- 
fortunate  events  that  have  since  happen- 
ed. But  Mr.  Haines,  for  some  reason 
which  he  best  knows,  refused  :  whether 
it  was  from  a  virtuous  determination  to 
vindicate  the  character  of  bis  family,  I  do 
not  know.  I  was  put  in  jail  and  tried. 
I  did  not  bring  one  word  of  testimony  for 
my  defense  in  that  trial.  1  was  brought 
in  guilty  of  adultery  and  bigamy.  Im- 
mediately after  my  trial  Tamzen  came  to 
the  jail,  and  there  occurred  a  scene  I 
shall  never  forget.  But  I  parted  with  her 
forever,  as  I  then  supposed.  After  she 
left  I  wrote  her  a  letter,  explaining  the 
whole  matter,  and  tc!d  her  it  was  best 
that  we  should  not  meet  again. 

Meanwhile  I  was  kept  in  jail  till  March 
— having  been  sentenced  for  a  year. 
Meanwhile  a  reconciliation  had  taken 
place  between  me  and  my  wife,  and  I  was 
pardoned.  I  returned  to  this  city  and 
opened  an  office  on  Ontario  street.  My 
former  patrons  returned  to  me.  I  was 
doing  well.  I  practiced  faithfully,  and 
daring  all  my  practice  I  have  never  be- 
I  trayed  the  confidenoe  ol  my  profession. 
I  My  means  were  so  limited  1  could  not 
I  furnish  a  home,  and  I  obtained  a  little 
!  fnmitare  and  fitted  up  a  finite  of  rooms. 
In  the  midst  of  these  pi  eparations  I  re- 
oeivad  information  that  my  wife's  passnge 
had  been  engaged  to  return  to  the  Isle  of 
Man.  It  has  been  said  that  I  sect  her, 
but  I  did  not.  I  thought  of  returning 
with  her.  However,  I  had  not  the 
means  necessary,  and  concluded  I  would 
not  go  witb  her.  My  wife  left,  and  in  ail 
this  there  was  no  thought  of  Tamzen 
Parsons  till  nearly  a  week  after  my  wife 
had  gone.  Then  I  received  a  letter  from 
Tamzen,  reproaching  mo  for  my  neglect 
of  her,  since  there  was  now  no  obstacle 
in  the  way.  While  considering  the  mat- 
tet,  I  received  another  message  from 
Tamzen.  I  still  fought  against  it.  Then 
at  that  instant  an  individual  of  my  ac- 
quaintance came  in  to  see  me.  It  was 
Mr.  Campbell,  who  bad  been  an  old  com- 
panion of  min«  in  the  Criuean  war.  He 
asked  me  to  drink  with  bmi,  and  I  indul- 
ged in  that  vice  which  has  been  my  ruin. 
In  the  morning  I  went  with  him  to  New- 
berg,  and  while  there  wc  drank  heavily. 
The  events  of  tbe  night  of  the  24th,  when 
I  entered  Mr.  Parson's  house,  have  been 
fully  revealed. 

But  Tamzen  Parsons  never  said  to  me 
she  did  not  want  anything  to  do  witb  me  ; 
that  I  "had  deceived  bf>,r  once,  and 
should  never  do  it  again,  '  (.>n  tbe  con- 
trary she  said  she  would  go  with  me  to 
tbe  end  of  the  world-  It  was  just  after 
this  interview  that  I  met  Dr.  Wray,  and 
had  some  conversation  with  bim,  and  I 
might  have  made  some  such  assertion  as 
he  testified  that  1  made.  But  if  said  it 
wa«  only  a  ruse.  Tbe  next  4ay  T  went 
to  tbe  Plank  Road  House,  and  wliat  hap- 
I  pcned  there,  or  what  I  said,  I  don't  know. 
I  I  returned  to  the  city  on  tbe  following 
day  and  was  arrested  for  an  assault  and 
,  battery  by  Tamzcn's  father.  It  w.as  not 
till  I  saw  Tamzen  and  talked  over  the  cir- 
cumstances with  her  that  1  thought  she 
had  been  playing  false  with  me,  and  tbe 
next  day  Mr.  Parsons,  the  druggist,  went 


with  m^'^aod  wit  sallied  the  aatter  up 
The  next  night  was  a  restless  out'  for  me. 
i  bad  been  drinking  a  good  d«al,  and  what 
dreadful  determiuaUon  might  have  en- 
tered my  mind  I  do  not  know. 

Jn  the  joy  I  felt  because  a  settlement 
had  been  affected,  I  mi^ht  have  made 
such  threats  as  I  am  said  to  have  made. 
But  1  cauie  to  the  city  fully  determined 
never  again  to  have  anything  to  do  with 
Taaizun  Parsobs.  I  devoted  myself  to 
Qiy  business.  On  the  evening  of  the  Sth 
of  August,  haviug  been  busily  employed 
in  my  otlico  all  day.  and  boing  very  tired, 
I  met  my  friend  Russell  in  a  saloon,  and 
we  drank  several  times,  when  I  proposed 
to  go  home  On  account  ot  some  quar- 
rel he  said  he  would  not  eo  home,  and  he 
proposed  to  go  to  another  saloon  and 
drink ;  and  we  went  from  place  to  place. 
and  drank,  and  I  became  very  much  in- 
toxicated, and  Bussell  proposed  a  ride  to 
Rocky  River.  Went  around  town  on  a 
very  unholy  mission,  and  visited  many 
places,  but  did  not  succeed  in  gettii^  any 
companion ;  and  on  going  to  my  room, 
Russell  askod  to  see  my  pistol.  Bat 
there  was  no  thought  at  the  time  of  going 
to  Bedford,  nor  any  thoaght  of  the  mur- 
der of  any  human  being.  It  was  not  till 
we  went  to  Newburgh  that  any  thoaght 
entered  my  mind  of  Bedford.  Nor  then 
did  1  think  of  such  a  dreadful  tragedy  as 
this  would  occur.  We  went  to  Bedford, 
and  in  the  morning  I  wished  to  return 
home,  but  Russell  then  taunted  me  bitter- 
ly about  tbe  girl,  and  I  told  the  driver  to 
take  the  right  hand  road,  and  I  went  to 
Mr.  Pdrson's  house,  but  did  not  find  the 
family  at  boms.  After  leaving  tbe  boose 
we  met  Tamzen  with  her  mother  on  the 
road.  Tbe  old  lady  was  very  angry,  bat 
Tamzen  never  utteied    an  unkind  word. 

We  were  both  very  drank  from  the  ef- 
fects of  ale  and  whisky,  and  we  became 
mad  and  reckless.  We  returned  to  go 
to  [the  Twelve  Mile  Lock  and  Rocky 
River,  and  on  tbe  way  Mrs.  Krum  rushed 
out  oi  tbe  house  and  told  us  Tamzen 
Parsons  bad  (;one  to  town  to  have  me 
arrested.  Arrived  at  the  village,  the  old 
man  Parsons  happened  to  pass  with  the 
wagon,  and  I  get  cut  of  the  carriage  to 
speak  to  bim  ;  and  at  that  moment  Tam- 
zen camu  toward  the  carriage,  and  I 
rushed  after  her  and  asked  where  she 
was  going.  I  don't  know  what  reply  she 
made.  It  bas  been  said  here  that  I  went 
there  with  the  intention  of  committing 
the  dreadful  dt>ed,  but  that  is  not  troe. 
From  the  moment  she  passed  tbe  car- 
riage, I  do  not  rf  member  the  particulars 
of  that  dreadful  tragedy.  It  must  have 
been  that  a  legion  of  devils  had  taken 
possession  of  me,  for  it  is  contrarr  to 
my  nature  to  be  cmel.  There  never  was 
in  all  my  life  a  feeling  of  revenge  to  take 
the  life  of  any  person. 

.From  that  moment  I  don't  kno%v  what 
occurred  till  I  found  myself  in  jail.  When 
I  learned  what  I  had  done,  if  ever  a  man 
felt  the  torments  of  hell,  I  did.  For  two 
or  three  weeks,  and  while  the  effjcts  of 
intoxication  were  passing  off,  when  I 
think  what  I  have  suffered.  I  wonder  I 
have  any  reason  left.  It  was  then,  when 
I  thoaght  there  was  neither  hope  in  hea- 
ven or  on  earth  for  me,  I  threw  myself 
upon  my  Maker  ;  and  it  was  then  that  I 
received  assurances  that  to  all  such  sin- 
ners as  I  had  been,  there  was  merojr. 
Earnestly  I  struggled,  and  I  received 
that  assurance.  It  has  been  said  that  I 
am  a  '  'man  of  iron."  But  that  power  of 
•elf- command  bas  been  given  me  from 
some  greater  source  than  I  have  within 
me. 

1  am  resigned.  I  have  reviewed  tbe 
whole  matter  and  I  know  I  deserve  death 
Bat  I  never  deliberated  or  premeditated 
the  murder  of  Tamzen  Parsons.  Poor 
girl '.  My  worst  fault  was  I  loved  her 
too  well.  But  I  must  submit.  I  deserve 
it.  I  hope  that  this  may  be  an  example 
to  all  to  keep  free  from  the  terrible  vice, 
the  curse  that  has  ruined  the  families  and 
destroyed  the  hearts  of  millions.  I  hope, 
indeed,  that  tbe  example  may  be  a  last- 
ing one. 

I  feel  prepared.  Sometimes  an  hour 
comes  wben  I  remember  and  think  of  the 
old  churchyard  at  home,  and  its  long 
I  range  of  tombstones  where  my  ancestors 
sleep.  W^ben  I  think  ot  the  annals  of  my 
little  native  iaiand,  there  are  many  recol- 
lections of  the  good  i<erviceB  oi  my  kin- 
dred. When  1  mention  these  things  I 
sometimes  think  I  would  like  to  be  saved 
from  this  fearful  disgrace  ;  and  my  poor 
boy — this  is  an  awful  legacy  to  leave  him, 
an  awful  !<?ga«y.  For  th*t  reason,  and 
for  that  reason  only.  I  would  wish  that 
this  cup  mights  pass.  But  God's  will  he 
done  ;  I  am  resigned. 

The  prisoner  spoke  in  n.  slow,  deliber- 
ate, impjcseive  manner,  as  of  one  borne 
down  beneath  the  awful  weight  of  im- 
pending doom.  Ho  exhibited  no  signs 
of  weakness  or  depreasion.  His  extra- 
ordinary nerve  bore  him  up  well,  and 
there  was  not  the  slightest  tremor  per- 
ceptible in  his  frame.  As  he  spoke  many 
about  him  were  affected  to  tears. 

Wben  he  bad  mads  an  end  of  speaking, 
the  court  proceeded  to  prononnoe  the 
sentence,  prefacing  it  with  a  statement', 
the  substance  of  which  we  give . 

EEMABSS  AXD  SENTENCE  OF  THE    COTTBT. 

John  W.  Hughes,  you  stand  convicted 
of  the  wilful,  deliberate  and  premeditated 
murder  of  Tamzen  Parsons,  in  the  village 
of  Bedford,  on  the  9th  day  of  August 
last. 

Yon  were  tried  by  an  honest  jury,  and 
defended  by  the  ablest  council  whose  ser- 
vices could  be  procured  for  yon  by   the- 
court. 

Your  counsel  labored  faithfully  in  yoor 
behalf,  literally  exhausting  themselves  in 
the  effort  to  secure  your  acquittal,   or  to 
reduce  your  offense  to  murder  in  tbe  lec- 
ond  degree.     But  your  conduct  was   in- 
defensible, your  case  was    utterly  hope- 
less.    The  evidences   of  deliberate  and 
premeditated  mabce  were  such  as  to  close 
every  avenue  of  escape  from  a  conviction 
for  murder  in   the   first  degree.     Your 
counsel  labored  withoat  hope,  and,  al- 
though many  pity  yoa,  your  best  friends 
must  acknowledge  the  righteousness  of 
that  verdict  which  condemned  you  to  ex- 
piate your  fearful  crime   upon   the   scaf- 
fold. 
'      I  would  not  discourage  any  effort  yonr 
friends  may  make  to  secure  a  commuta- 
I  tion  of  your  sentence,  but  in  view  of  its 
j  apparent  hopelc8.sneES,  I  do  mosteaniest- 
j  ly  entreat  yon  to  make   your   peace  with 
God. 
It  is  the  sentence  of  the.   law  that  you, 
I  John  W.  Hughes,  be  taken  from  the  bar 
I  of  ihia  court  to    the   jail    of   Cuyahoga 
I  county,  that  you  be  there  safely  kept  nn- 
f  til  tbe  time  of  execution,  and  that  on  tbo 
Sth  day  of  February,  in    the  ynar  of  our 
Lord,  one  thousand  eight   hundred  and 
sixty-B!.i£,  between  the  hours  of  10  o  clock 
of  the  forenoon,  and  2  o'clodk   of  the  af- 
ternoon of  said  9th  day  of  February,  you 
be,  by  the  sheriff   of  Cuyahoga  county, 
bunged  by  tbe  neck  until  yoa    are  dead. 
The  judge  pronounced  the  sentence  not 
without  emotion.     The  prisoner   was  un- 
moved, albeit  many  ladies    in    tbe  room 
gave  way  to   tears   and    sobbings.     The 
prisoner  resumed  his  seat,  and  rested  his 
bead  for  a  moment  on    bis    hand!     Tbe 
court  ordered    the    audience    to  remain 
quiet  while  the  prisoner  should  b  conduct- 
ed to  jail.     In  the  midst  of  profound  si- 
lence, save  as  it  was  broken  by  tbe  sound 
of  weeping.  Dr.  Hughes  was  ironed  and 
led  forth  to  the    jail,  whose    grim    walls 
he  will  probably  never  again    pass,  alive.

The  dead-letter  offite  is  one  of  the  cu- 
riosities of  Washington  to  the  stranger; 
but  to  those  engaged  in  it  it  is  torrible 
drudgery.  The  opening,  examining  and 
sorting  of  fourteen  thousand  five  hundred 
letters  every  six  hour,  involves  much 
hard  Isbor,  but  it  must  be  done,  for  there 
are  four  and  a  half  millions  of  dead  let- 
ters come  to  the  office  every  year.  All 
that  are  signed  are  returned  to  the  wri- 
ters ;  but  so  many  arc  written  by  "  I'onr 
aflectianate  Adie,"  «r  "  Your  loving 
Susy,"  that  each  clerk  baa  a  huge  two- 
bushel  basket  by  him.  into  which  all  let- 
ters unsigned  by  tbe  full  name,  are  drop- 
ped. From  that  receptacle  they  pass  to 
tbe  cbopping-mill,  where  they  are  cut  into 
small  pieces,  so  that  they  may  never  be 
read,  and  from  the  cbopping-knife  they 
go  to  the  paper-mill.  The  great  majority 
of  these  letters  are  lost  through  tbe  care- 
lessness of  tbe  writers  ;  and  it  surpasses 
my  power  of  imagination  to  know  how 
people  can  be  so  careless,  especially 
when  they  send  largesums  of  money. 

Nearly  58.000  letters  were  sent  to 
this  office  last  year,  enclosing  bills  or 
checks  or  bonds.  And  how  much  do  you 
suppose  these  letters  contained  ?  Over 
$3,500,000.  One  letter  contained  two 
$1,000  bills ;  it  was  retamed  to  the  wri- 
ter. Another  had  $2oU  in  it.  but  nothing 
to  show  tbe  name  ot  tbe  writer.  Fortu-  i 
nately  the  postmark,  though  partly  oblit- 
eratod,  could  still  be  read,  Tbe  latter 
came  from  Chicago,  wait  remailed  there 
and  advertised,  and  tbe  owuor  came  for- 
ward, saying  that  when  be  sent  the  mon- 
ey he  was  in  so  much  of  a  hurry  be  for- 
got to  add  the  name.  Thomost  valuable 
letter,  or  raiher  package,  that  turned  up 
"dead,"  contained  bonds  worth  over 
$20,000. 

All  sorts  of  curious  articles  come  here. 
I  was  standing  by  the  other  day,  wben 
tbe  first  letter  contained  twenty-five  dol- 
lars ;  soon  after  two  packages  of  modi- 
cine  came  along.  Sometimes  duns,  dag- 
uerreotypes, postage  stamps,  bead  bac*. 
even  snakes,  bottles,  &c.,  cam>>  through 
this  general  repositorj'.  It  is  an  oesni- 
um  gatherum  ot  all  small  things.

During  the  political  cAnv>.^b  of  1844, 
when  Henry  Clay  and  Janiex  K.  Polk 
were  opposing  candidate:),  Tom  Corwin 
"stumped"  th>;  Stalt  cl  Ohio  for  Harry 
ol  the  West,  and  evcrv  where  made  bo 
deep  an  impression  u^on  the  immen<ti 
audiences  which  assembled  to  hear  him 
that  he  was  at  once  placed  at  the  head  of 
the  popular  orators  of  the  United  States. 
He  h«d  perfect  command  over  his  bear* 
ere,  and  could  evoke  tears  from  those, 
little  used  to  the  "mtlting  mood,'^  or 
laughter  from  those  scarcely  ever  seon  to 
smue.  It  will  be  readily  imagined  that 
with  such  rare  gifts ;  with  a  flow  of  lan- 
guage that  was  never  known  to  fiUter — 
at  once  copious,  rich  and  full  of  terse  and 
vigorous  Anglo-Saxon  expletives — suited 
to  the  capacity  of  the  learned  and  un*> 
learned  ;  and  with  his  own  feelings  wrought

The  lecture  was  replete  with  sound, 
logical  deductions,  interwoven  with  hap- 
py and  appropriate  illustrations,  and  sus- 
tained tbe  reputation  which  General  An- 
drews has  already  attained  of  being  a 
clear  thinker  and  a  gentleman  of  rare  lite- 
who  may  be  pleased^to  purchase,  |  ^^^  culture. 

The  firdi,  essential  element  to  militsry 
success  alluded  to  by  the  speaker  waa 
•  disciplice."  The  first  duty  of  agood  sol- 
dier is  to  obey  his  superiors.  When  per- 
fect discipline  is  required  and  enforced  it 
IS  not  a  menial  service,  but  is  as  bonors- 
ble  as  to  command.^. 

Another  essential  feature  which  enters 
very  largely  into  military  success  ia  tbe 
morale  of  an  army,   or  the  qnalitiet  of 
mind  and  spirit  as   opposed  to  physical 
qualities.     Some   people   think  that  the 
worst  men  make  tbe   best  soldiers ;   that 
mere  physical  force  and  endurance  is  all 
that  is  requisite  to   achieve  military  suc- 
cess ;  that  the  qualities  of  tbe  mind,  and 
mental  culture,   do  not  enter  into  tbe 
achievements  of  an  army.     This  he  con- 
sidered to   be    a    great  mistake.      He 
would  prefer  for  a  soldier  a   man  with   a 
weak  physical    constitution   and  having 
the  qualities  of  an  active  mind  and  quick 
perceptions,    to    the    man    with  robust 
frame,  but  lacking   in  the  mental  quali- 
ties.    He   gave   several   illustrations   to 
show  the  achievements  which  morale  bad 
acquired  over  mere  physical    force   and 
numbers ;    among    the     most    noted  of 
which  was  tho  heroic  grandeur  and  moral

the  State       The    Messigp   cendndcs    as 

follows . 

In  the  work  of  restoring  the  revolted  States 
to  their  appropriate  federal  relations  great 
-luestions  ^till  remain  for  solution  While 
we  cannot  ignore  the  obligations  which  honor 
and  j:cH.>d  I'ailh  impose  on  the  government 
towards  all  who  have  been  fajthtal  in  its  be- 
half, we  entertain  the  contident  hope  that  cn- 
ligtitened  siaiesmaubhip  will  solve  those  diiTi- 
cult  problems  iu  a  spirit  at  once  humane, 
magnaaimous  and  just,  and  on  priacipes 
which  will  commend  themselves  to  the  appro- 
val ot  all  the  friends  of  the  government  and 
secure  the  public  safety.  We  must  not  be 
unmindful  ut  the  practical  difficulties  which 
confront  us  in  tbe  settlement  of  questions  like 
these,  nor  impatient  of  unavoidable  delay  in- 
cident to  the  working  out  of  conviction  and 
the  attainment  of  results  when  dealing  with 
organic  reforms  in  the  structure  of  political 
,  institutions.  Toward  oar  misguided  country- 
•  men  we  entertain  no  feelings  of  bitterness  or

The  following  passage  is  from  the 
forthcoming  volume  of  Pollard's  Southern 
History  of  "The  Fourth  year  cf  tbe 
War." 

There  can  be  no  doubt  in  history  that 
Gen.  Lee,  in  taking  his  army  away  from 
Richmond  and  Petersburg,  had  decided 
in  bis  own  mind  upon  tbe  hopelessness  of 
tbe  war,  and  had  predetermined  ita  sur- 
render. The  most  striking  proof  of  this 
is,  that  in  his  retreat  there  was  no  order 
published  against  straggling — a  thing  un- 
precedented iu  all  deliberate  and  stra- 
tegic retreats — and  nothing  whatever 
done  to  maintain  discipline. 

The  men  were  not  animated  by  the 
style  of  general  orders  usual  on  such  oc- 
caaions.  They  straggled  and  deserted  at 
will.  An  idea  ran  through  tbe  V'rginia 
troops  that  with  tbe  abandonment  ol 
Richmond  the  'war  was  hopeless,  and 
that  they  would  be  justiQed  in  refusing  to 
fight  outside  the  limits  of  oar  own  State. 
Notbng  waa  done  to dieck  tbe  notorious 
circulation  of  this  notion  in  the  army. 
Tbe  Virginia  troops  scattered  off  to  their 
homes  at  almost  every  mile  of  tbe  route. 
We  have  seen  that  Pickett  was  left  with 
only  a  handful  of  men.  Some  of  the 
brigade  commanders  had  not  hesitated  to 
advise  their  men  that  the  war  was  virtu- 
ally over,  and  that  they  had  better  go 
home  and  "make  crops. ' 

but  there  are  other  proofs  besides  tbe 
omission  of  the  measures  against  strag- 
gling usual  on  retreats,  that  General 
Lee  bad  prevised  a  surrender  of  bis  army, 
lie  carried  off  from  Petersburg  and 
Richmond,  all  the  transportation  of  his 
army,  sufficient,  perhaps,  for  one  hun- 
dred thousand  men,  certainly  largely  in 
excess  of  the  actual  needs  of  the  retreat. 
The  excessive  number  of  Virginia  troops 
who  were  permitted  to  drop  out  of  the 
ranks  and  return  to  their  homes,  shows 
very  well  that  there  was  no  firm  pur- 
pose to  carry  on  the  war  out  of  the  limits 
of  that  State.

They  were  therefore  dis- 
charged by  Judge  Oarvin.  The  point  ot  dis- 
agreement was  on  the  fiuestion  relative  to  the 
adultery  charged  against  .Mr.  Strong,  ten  of 
the  members  being  in  lavor  ot  rendering  a 
verdict  declaring  his  Innocence,  and  the  other 
two  refusing  their  assent  thereto.

able,  'ihc  marine  baud,  in  scarlet  uni- 
form, forty  pieces  strong,  discoursed 
most  excellent  music  from  an  an <c  room, 
through  which  high  and  low  passed  on 
their  way  te  the  New  Year  greeting. 

Without,  the  streets  were  sloppy  from 
the  melting  snow,  so  the  crowd  about  tbe 
grnnd  entrance  and  tbe  carriage  way,  to 
watch  the  arrival  of  the   foreign  and  do- 
mestij^digaitaries,  and  to  g.<ze  admiring- 
ly upon    tbe  gold   and   gauze  of  foreign 
diplomats,  their  wives  and  dauabters,  was 
not  so  great  as  it   might  have  been  with- 
out bothering  the  white  gloved  policemen. 
The    President  took   his   station   in  the 
Blue  Room  just  before   11  o'clock,  when 
the   foreign  ministers,    members  of    the 
Cabinet,   ^  upremc    Court    Judges    and 
their  ladies  were  announced.     Sir   Fred- 
erick Bruce,  the  tall,  portly,  white  haired 
representative  of  her   Brittanic  Majesty, 
was  the  pioneer  of  tl/e  first  named  class ; 
while    Mr.   Stanton,  with  his   spectacles 
and  tbe  smile,  was  the   leader   of    the 
Cabinet.        They     were     quickly     fol- 
lowed, however,  by  Marquis  de  Montho- 
lon,  French  Minister  ;  Baron  Stoeckel,  of 
Russia ;  Baron  de   Weder^tadt.    of  Nor- 
way and   Sweden  j    c'ount    W>denbrick, 
of  Austria ;  Commander  Beitanatta,  Irom 
the  Italian  States ;  Mr.  Raasloff.  of  Den- 
mark ;  Delforse  of  Belgium ;   Van  Lim- 
berg,  from  the   Netherlands  j  Senor  Ro- 
mero, from  tbe  republic  of  Mexico ;   Se- 
nor Molina,  from  the  Central  American 
States  ;  Siinor  Asta  Beruaga,  from  Chili, 
and  plain  John  Hitz,  irom  the  mountain 
republic  of  Switzerland.     These   foreign 
ministers    were    generally   in  their  pre- 
scribed court  dress,   very  rich  of  course, 
but  unique  in  the  eyes  of  the  bourgeoise. 
Senor  Romero,  of  the  suffering  Mexican 
republic,    appeared   in   a  plain  suit  of 
black,  and  was  tbe  recipient  of  an  extra- 
ordinarily hearty  shake  of  the  hand  from  < 
the  President.     Tbe  ladies  accompanying  i 
these  foreign  parlies  were   tastefully  but  j 
not  expensively  dressed.     Judge  Chase,  { 
wearing  the  same  benign,  unimpassioned 
expression  which  appears  on  the  one  dol- 
lar greenbacks,  came  with  Mrs.  Sprague, 
his  daughter,  who  is  thinner  and  pal^r, 
and  uot  tbe  Kate  Chase  Ohio  people  ad- 
mired. 

Half  an  hour  vras  spent  in  the  Blue 
Room  by  these  dignitaries  in  gold  lace 
and  decorations,  and  these  la  lies  of  elab- 
orate toilets  and  versatile  tongue,  anima- 
ted.converse  in  all  the  modern  languages 
was  carried  on,  introduction  ceremonies 
were  gone  through ;  still  President  John- 
son and  his  daughters  were  unmfficd. 
Mrs.  Johnson  and  Colonel  Robert,  the 
President's  son,  being  indisposed  did  not 
receive. 

The  officers  of  the  army  and  uavy  were 
next  presented  to  the  Chief  Magistrate. 
Many  of  the  foreign  dignitaries  yet  lin- 
gered in  tbe  blue  rooms  when  the  hero  of 
tbe  greatest  of  wars,  Lieut.  Gen.  Grant, 
grasped  the  hand  of  the  President,  tbe 
»~— -  •'  •i-»  •i»*Va  wKw.lt  fnlloired  con- 
vincing ^be  lingerers  that  it  was  not  one 
of  mere  formality.  Gen.  Grant  passed 
into  tbe  room,  respectfully  greeted  the 
ladies,  and  at  once  became  the  centre  ol 
a  little  presentation  circle,  a  position 
weicb  he  evacuated  as  soon  as  it  conld 
genteelly  be  done. 

Following  the  General,  nearly  every 
officer  of  rank  who  chanced  to  be  in 
Washington  to-day  paid  bis  respects  to 
the  President.  They  were  all  in  full  uni- 
form and  presented  a  very  brilliant  ap- 
pearance. Their  names  were  as  follows  : 

Rawlins,  Townsend,  Ord,  Howard, 
Hunter,  Meigs,  Doubleday,  Barnes,  Seth

Strong. 

Subsequently  Capt.  Fox,  Assistant 
Secretary  of  the  Navy,  introduced  the 
foilowing  named  officers.  Admirals  Sbu- 
biick,  Davis,  Lee,  Smith  and  Dahlgrcn  , 
Commodores  Radford,  Wise  and  Har- 
wood,  and  Col.  Zeilin,  commandant  of 
the  Marine  Corps.  No  naval  oflicers 
from'other  stations  than  Washington  were 
present. 

The  Diplomatic  Corps,  the  Cabuet, 
tbe  army  and  navy  officers  having  taken 
their  departure.  President  Johnson  ner- 
ved himself  for  a  friendly  muscular  strug- 
gle with  the  vigorous  bourgeoise.  Po- 
licemen were  stationed  along  the  route 
to  and  from  the  Blue  Room.  United 
States  Marshel  Gooding  and  Col.  O'Beime 
took  up  their  positions  near  tbe  Presi- 
dent, and  tbe  joyous,  well-wishing  pop- 
ulace were  adnittcd,  keeping  step  to  the 
incomprehensible  music  of  TannKauser 
carefully  rendered  by  tbe  marine  band. 
The  lively  young  ladies  from  East  Ten- 
nessee were  in  a  state  ol  interesting  ex- 
pectation. Mrs  Stover  and  Mrs.  Patter- 
son rose  and  smiled  cheerfully,  while  tbe 
President's  face  belted  those  engravings 
which  represent  him  as  a  man  with  no 
mirth  in  hb  composition.  All  classes 
approached  at  tbe  rate  of  thirty  per  min- 
ute, and  enjoyed  ths  inestimable  privi 
lege  of  looking  tb-iir  great  fnend  in  the 
face  and  shaking  him  by  the  hand.  Both 
the  Presidential  hands  were  steadily  em- 
ployed for  a  time,  and  their  owner  had  a 
good  word  for  each  comer. 

His   affectionate,   simple  greeting   to 
tbe  children   ia  the  throng  was  particu 
larly  noticeable  and  was  remarked  by  all, 
Big-hearted  people  afterward  remarked, 
as  they  ^eBsipped  in   the   East  Room, 
that  the  President's 
little  people  at  their  ease  was  a  sure  iudi 
cation  of  his  excellence  as  a  man.     Near 
ly  four  thousand   citizens  paid   their   re- 
spects to  the  President  before   reception 
hour  expired.     After  two  o'clock  a  largo 
number  of   colored  citizens  were   admit- 
ted to  the  congratulatory  circle,  as  their 
white  brothers    bad    b(»en    before    them. 
This  waa  the  first  time  in   the  annals   of 
tbe  Republic,  and  there  appears  no  good 
reason  why  it  shonld  not   be   repeated. 
Their  hearty  good  wishes    for  the  Presi- 
dent's welfare,  "God   bless  you's!"   and 
invocations  for  a  happy   New  Year  and 
many  returns,  were  audibly  and  respect- 
fully expressed,  and   plentiful   enough  to 
set  Mr.  .Johnson  up  with  a  stock  of  bini- 
sons  to  last  until  another  reception. 

On  leaving  tlie  White  House,  General 
Grant  called  for  a  few  minutes  on  Secre- 
tary Stanton,  and  then  proceeded  to  his 
home  in  (leorgeiown  to  receive  the  calls 
of  hundreds  of  friends  and  admirers  dur- 
ing the  afternoon.  A  concourse  of  car- 
riages and  pedestrians  were  arriving  and 
departing  from  his  door  till  a  late  hour. 
Mn.  Grant  was  assisted  by  Mrs.  General

Terrible  Deatli  by  Hydropbo- 
bta. 

The  Paola,  Kansas,  Fnc  Press  reports 
the  death,  on  the  3d  :Rst.,  by  hydropho- 
bia, of  Mr.  Samuel  Rose,  of  Spring  Hill, 
Johnson  connty,  in  that  State.  The  case 
is  one  of  unusual  interest,  and  i.<  thus 
described .

Tbe  least  breath  of  fresh  air,  the  appear- 
ance of  water,  or  liqu'd  of  any  kind,  any 
object  with  a  bright  surface,  the  pour- 
ing of  liquids  from  one  vessel  into  an- 
other, or  to  even  think  of  water,  would 
create  a  shudder  and  involuntary  spasms 
of  the  muscles  of  tbe  throat,  and  tempo-

He  remained  ia  thia  deplorable  condi- 
tion until  tbe  second  day  of  his  lUneas, 
without  material  change,  chilling,  ehuJ- 
dering  and  running  to  tbe  opposite  side 
of  the  room ;  gasping,  strnggliDg  for 
breath  whenever  the  door  was  opened 
aad  air  or  bght  admitted.  His  mental 
was  more  unendurable,  if  possible,  than 
his  physical  suffering ;  although  in  addi- 
tion to  the  symptoms  already  enumera- 
ted, he  experienced  acute  lancioati-ig 
pains,  commencing  on  the  left  aide  of  his 
face  and  extending  down  into  bis  chest. 
Upon  inquiry  he  stated  upon  the  doctor's 
first  visit  that  he  had  been  bitten  by  a 
dog  several  rears  ago  at  tbe  exact  place 
where  the  pain  was  located,  end  within 
sixteen  years  he  had  been  frequently  bit- 
ten in  other  parts  of  the  body,  but  that  he 
could  not  recollect  of  any  recent  bite. 

Some  twenty  hours  previous  o  his 
death  he  told  his  medical  attendant  and 
others  that  he  felt  "Mad,  mad.  mai*,"  and 
was  fearful  he  couW  not  control  himself 
much  longer,  and  shortly  afterwards  made 
his  escape  bare-headed  into  the  street, 
tearing  the  phlegm  from  his  mouth  and 
throat,  and  threatening  all  whom  he  saw. 
He  was  now  indeed  mad  in  earnest.  On 
his  return  home  he  had  his  first  general 
convulsion,  and  as  soon  as  recovered  be 
again  escaped  iuto  the  corn  field,  wa;) 
caught,  overpowered,  secared  by  cords, 
he  resisting  with  all  his  power.  Calling 
for  water,  he  no  sooner  taated  it  than  he 
took  another  convulsion,  which  came 
near  releasing  him  from  his  sufferings. 
Ue,  however,  lived  until  the  following 
morning,  having  several  convuleions  of 
lesser  degree  through  tbe  night,  when  be 
died  sitting  in  a  chair.  The  moKt  ener- 
getic medical  treatment  was  applied  with- 
out any  perceptible  benefit.

I  saw  four  men  broke  on  the  wheel  for 
murder,  in    the   Foubourge   St.  Antone. 
A  scaffold   was    erected   about  ten  feet 
high,  with  a  wheel,  something  like  a  four 
',  cuacb  wheel,  at  each  corner,  but  without 
I  railing   round.     The   tinbappy  wretches 
were  expected  iit  four   o'clock,   and  an 
[  amaziog  co.icoursa  ot  peop'e  waa  assem* 
'■  bled  to  see  tbe  execution ;  but  it  was 
seven  before  they  appeared.     They  were 
on  foot   and   walked   very   slowly,  sur- 
rounded by  the  guard  with  muskets  and 
tj.Ted  biyonets  ;  the   executioner  and  his 
valet  attended  them,     He  was  dressed  in 
a  bag,  sword  and  laced  hat,  and  was  the 
first  vtho  mounted  the  scaffold,  taking  off 
his  hat  and  sword  and  laying  them  on  one 
side.     One  of  the  criminals  followed  ac- 
companied   by   a     friar,   who    Kneeled, 

:  prayed    with    and    confeoaed    bim.       Tbo 

I  executioner's    man    then  ascended    the 
ladder,  bringing  with  him  something  like 
'  a  stick  wrapped  up  in  green  cloth.     The 
I  poor   wretch  being  confessed,   the  friar 
!  retired  and  the   two   executioners  began 
I  stripping  bim   of  all  his   clothes  but  his 
I  drawers ;  after    which  they  assisted  in 
;  placing  him  on  two  pieces  of  wood,  like 
a  St.  Andrew's  cross,  which  lay  horizon- 
I    tally  on  the  scaffold,  and  to  which  they 
fastened    bim.      The    execationer    now 
drew  out  of  the   green   case  a  dat,  thin, 
iron  bar,  seemingly  about  an  inch  broad, 
and  a  yard  and  a  half  long.     On  his  be- 
I  ing  fastened  the  friar  again  came  up  and 
I  kneeled  down  at  bis  bead  for  about  two 
minutes,   after  which  he  descended  the 
scaffold.     The  dreadful  moment  now  ap- 
proached.   It  was  impossible  for  one's 
'  feelings  not  to  be  tremblingly  alive ;  even 
,  the  multitude  was   affected,  and  waited 
I  the  event  with  awe  and  silent  attention. 
^  The   execationer  now    gave  two   qui^ 
I  strokes  of  the  bar  upon  his  left  arm  above 
I  and  below  the   elbow,   the  same  on  the 
left  thigh  and   leg,  and   finished  with  bis 
right  arm.     Tbe  coup  dt  grare  was  soon 
after  given,  which  consisted  of  three  hard 
blows  with  tbe  bar   upon  the  stomach, 
which  immcdiatly   dispatched    bim ;    till 
then,  bis  groans  aad  yeils  were  horrible. 
The  otfa«r  three  were  executed  in  tbe 
;iame  way ;  but,  as  it  grew  dark,  tbe  two 
last  suffered  by  torchlight,    which  added 
to  the  solemnity  of  the  scene.

A  case  of  self-destruction  occurred  at 
the  South  End  on  Saturday  afternoon, 
which  is  at  least  of  a  melancholy  charac- 
ter. Richard  Owens,  the  suicide,  was  a 
man  some  thirty-five  years  of  age,  who 
followed  the  avocation  of  landscape  paint- 
er. He  arrived  in  this  city  on  the  loth  ult., 
and  represented  that  he  came  from  Zanes- 
ville,  Ohio,  where  he  said  he  had  friends, 
lie  obtained  employment  at  Bruce's  win- 
dow shade  store.  No.  606  Washington 
street,  at  a  fair  remunerative  price, 
showed  himself  a  master  of  his  profession 
and  gave  tuusual  satisfaction. 

At  that  time  he  appeared  to  be  in  des- 
titute circumstances,  if  a  scanty  garb  and 
an  empty  pocket  denote  destitution. 
But  with  the  proceeds  of  hi.-,  labor,  he 
improved  in  spirits  and  appearance,  and 
produced  a  favorable  impression  upon 
his  employer  and  associates.  Within  a 
day  or  two  past,  however,  he  had  mani- 
fested the  appearance  of  one  being  more 
or  less  under  the  influence  of  liquor, 
seemed  rather  more  depressed  than  usual, 
and  talked  about  killing  himself.  No 
one  supposed  he  would  commit  such  an 
act,  however,  and  no  particular  notice 
was  taken  of  his  remark. 

On  Saturday  be  requested  some  money 
of  his  employer,  which  the  latter  with- 
held, fearing  it  would  be  expended  for 
liquor.  In  the  afternoon  Owens  went 
to  Starkweather's  gallery  to  have  soine 
likenesses  of  himseli  taken,  and  while 
silting  manifested  so  much  uneasiness 
that  the  artist  was  compelled  to  request 
him  to  sit  quietly  in  order  that  a  correct 
picture  might  be  taken.  Owens  repliad 
that  it  would  be  ' '  all  right  when  poor 
Dick  is  gone." 

Having  secured  his  pictures  Oweni  re- 
turned to  Mr.  Bruce's  store,  and  having 
enclosed  some  of  them  in  invelopes,  di- 
rected them  to  various  places.  Mr. 
Bruce  questioned  him  as  to  his  history, 
and  in  response  he  talked  quite  strangely, 
saying  he  had  been  on  the  frontier  dur- 
ing the  war,  and  had  served  with  the 
guerrdla  Moseby  ;  that  he  was  also  con- 
nected with  Booth  in  Iba  plot  to  assassi- 
nate President  Lincoln,  antl  that  he  en- 
dorsed Booth's  course.  Presently  he 
went  up  stairk,  and  shortly  afterwards 
Mr.  Bruce  heard  the  report  of  a  pistol, 
and  on  hurrying  to  the  spot  he  fountl 
Owens  lymg  tiead  upon  the  floor,  and  a 
single  barrelled  pistol,  with  which  he  had 
•hot  himself  in  the  forehead,  laying  by 
his  side.  The  affair  occurred  about  two 
o'clock.  No  one  here  having  any  knowl- 
edge of  Owens'  connections  or  friends, 
his  body  was  given  in  charge  of  an  un- 
dertaker, and  will  await  (or  a  reasonable 
time  any  claim  that  may  be  made  upon 
it.  Temporary  insanity  was  undotibtedly 
the  immediate  cause  of  tb«  act.

— A  horrible  murder  was  committed 
about  3  o'clock  Saturday  morning  in  New 
York,  the  victim  l>eing  tho  chief  mate  of  the 
schooner  John  Boynton,  lying  at  anchor  In 
the  East  river,  near  Riker's  Island.  It  ap 
pears  that  tbe  captain  of  the  vessel,  Mr.  J.

'Icnlv  turned  and  shot  him  through  the  heart, 
killing  him  instantly,  before  the  pilot  and 
captain  could  recover  tbeir  presence  of  mind, 
the  murderer  had  escaped.  lie  is  described 
as  a  short  thick-set  man,  with  side  whiskers. 

— Lieutenant  Commander  Stillwell, 
United  States  Navy,  has  tieen  sentenced  by 
Court  Martial  to  be  suspended  from  rank  and 
duty  for  three  years,  for  neglect  of  duty,  in 
that  while  in  command  ot  the  United  States 
steamer  Waxsaw,  at  Baltimore,  in  Noveml>er,

Another  Party  Started  out  for 
Vermilion  Lake. 


The  "Northwestern  Gold  and  Silver 
Mining  Company  of  Minnesota"  left  tbe 
city  yesterday  morning  for  the  Yermilion 
Lake  gold  regions.

They  have  also  provided 
themselves  wiCh  a  dozen  train  sleds,  the 
same  as  used  by  the  Red  River  men  in 
their  dog  trains.  Tbey  intend  pushing 
along  as  far  as  possible  with  teams  and 
then  pack  tLtir  goods  on  the  train  sleds, 
with  one  horse  to  each  sled.  In  this  waj 
tbey  will  be  able  to  follow  the  trail,  abort- 
eniog  their  route  considerable.  Tbey 
expect  to  reach  the  gold  regions  as  soob 
if  not  before  any  other  party  that  has 
started  out. 

Some  of  the  gentlemen  composing  tbe 
party  have  experienced  considerable  fron- 
tier life,  which  will  be  of  great  service 
to  them  in  this  undertaking.  Captain 
Davis  has  been  all  through  the  gold  re- 
gions, and  knows  jr.st  where  to  strike. 
They  take  witb  (hem  all  tbe  appliances 
necessary  for  drilling,  blasting,  &c.,  and 
intend  making  a  thorough  test  of  the 
minersl  country.

The  Tollo  wing  letter  has  beta  trans- 
mitted by  RepresentaiiTe  Blaine,  chair- 
man of  the  House  committee  on  the  war 
debt  of  the  loyal  States,  to  the  governors 
^•f  the  loyal  Slates  : 

Washimoton,  D.  C,  Dec.  15,  1865. 
—  Sir:  I  am  instructed  by  the  select 
committee  on  tbe  war  debts  of  tbe  loyal 
States,  to  request  from  }ou,  at  the  earli- 
est practicable  paiiod,  a  succinct  state- 
ment of  all  money  advanced  or  expended 
by  your  State  in  support  of  the  late  war 
for  tbe  preservation  of  tbe  Union  ;  also 
tbe  expenditures  made  by  counties,  cit- 
ies, towns,  townships  and  other  munici- 
pal corporations,  and  where  these  can- 
not be  given  with  accuracy,  the  most  re- 
liable and  well-considered  cstmiato  may 
be  substituted.  Be  pleased  to  slate  with 
care  tbe  amount  of  these  expenditures 
for  which  debts  have  been  contmoted  and 
still  exist,  distinguishing  the  State  debt 
proper  from  municipal  debt.  Let  it  also 
be  set  forth  for  what  purpose  the  ex- 
penditorcs  were  made  and  debts  incur- 
red, whether  for  tho  general  defense  in 
tbe  furnishing,  transporting  and  payment 
of  soldiers,  or  for  bounties  to  Tolunteers, 
or  for  any  other  object  connected  with 
tbe  support  of  the  war.  It  is  not  ex- 
pected that  the  statement  will  embrace 
any  claims  your  State  may  have  filed 
against  tbe  General  Government  for  au- 
diting atid  allowance  under  existing  law.

A  Railroad  Coup  de  Rltatn. 

Frgm  the  Uilwoakec  DrDUncl,  Jsa.  ti*!. 

The  corporation  kooim  aslbo  Milwau- 
kee and  Minnesota  railroad  oompaiiy  has 
risen  from  its  ashes  within  the  past  few 
days, — or,  however  long  it  may  have 
been  since  tbe  resurection  toe  k' place, 
the  corporeal  existence  of  the  ii^surected 
bird  has  but  lately  been  made  manifest 
to  tbe  world  at  large.  Tbe  n««f  organi- 
zation is  headed  by  U.  M.  Alexander, 
well  known  from  bis  prominent  connec- 
tion with  tbe  Pennsylvania  Cettral  and 
other  railroads,  and  is  backed  uj>  by  such 
men  as  J.  Edgar  Thompson,  iib  Presi- 
dent of  the  Peuosvlvauia  Central,  Jay 
Cook,  of  "National  Blessing"  fume,  and 
other  c^italists,  whose  names  signify 
"business"  wherever  they  go.  it  has  al- 
ready been  stated  in  these  colunns  that 
by  a  devree  ot  tbe  United  St«te»  Circuit 
Court,  held  in  this  city  last  summer,  tbe 
Milwaukee  iV  Minnesota  compi.ny  were 
authorized  to  assume  possession  and  con- 
trol of  the  Eastern  Division  oltbe  old 
Milwaukee  &  I>a  Crosse  road  upon  pay- 
ing a  balance  oi  $465,0<X)  dot  on  tbe 
Bronson  and  Soutter  mortgage,  and  giv- 
ing a  guaranty  to  apply  the  net  earnings 
ol  the  road  to  the  satisfaction  of  tbe  judg- 
ment known  as  the  Chamberlain  and 
Howard  judgment.  It  was  not  suppo- 
sed that  the'  old  c-ompany  woulc  be  aole 
to  raise  tbe  required  amount  by  the  time 
required  (Jan.  4tb,)  until  a  lew  days 
since,  when  the  full  amount  was  deposi- 
ted in  tbe  bands  of  the  clerk  of  tbe  court 
making  the  decree. 

The  funds  necessary  to  cocsummate 
this  effect  were  doubtless  advanced  by 
the  Pennsylvania  Central  Railroad  Com- 
pany, or  by  the  leading  owners  thereof, 
whose  names  appear  i;^  the  list  of  Direct- 
ors.      What    COlubin&iMn     ia     lilp.lv  tO  be 

made  in  oraer  to  render  the  lection  of 
road  in  question  sufficiently  prcfitable  to 
induce  these  capitalists  to  stock  and  run 
it,  is  as  yet  a  matter  of  sunnise — the 
most  profitable  connection  being  a  freight 
line  ol  propellers  to  Erie,  or  a  connec- 
tion witb  the  Pittsburg  and  Foi-t  Wayne 
Road  at  Chicago. 

This  last  would  require  either  the  good 
will  of  the  Northwestern  Railway  or  tbe 
cons'ruction  of  a  new  route  from  Mil- 
waukee to  Chicago.  In  either  case,  if 
the  matter  were  safe  out  of  the  courts, 
the  re -ult  could  not  but  be  favorable  for 
Milwaukee  and  the  State.  But  the  suc- 
cefslul  working  of  the  Milwaukee  and 
La  Crosse  road,  requires  that  the  new 
company  sbonld  be  placed  in  uadisputed 
possession  of  the  western  divis  on,  from 
Porta  c  to  La  Crosse— a  matter  which 
will  be  warmly  disputed  by  the  Milwau- 
kee and  St.  Paul  Company,  who  pur- 
chased the  section  in  question  on  a  fbre- 
closuiT  sale,  and  who  bave  p?F<iession  of 
the  same.  A  matter  of  some  $238,000 
and  accrued  interest  alleged  to  be  due 
from  the  M.  and  St.  Paul  lioad  to  the 
Receiver  by  (be  Mil.  and  Miniesota  for 
tbe  earnings  of  tbe  eastern  division  a'^  d 
Its  rolling  stock,  is  stdi  pending  in  the 
Supreme  Court  of  the  United  States; 
so  that  wo  cannot  hope  to  bo  delivercil 
immediately  from  the  evil  effe;U  of  this 
railroad  litigation . 

Tbe  affairs  of  tbe    Milwaukee  and  St. 
Paul  road  hava  been   very  prosperous 
within  the  past  year,  and  the  aett  earn- 
ings have  been  largely,  if  not;  entirely, 
applied  to  the  improvement  of   the  road 
and  its    facilities  for  transpoiting    and 
storing  grain  and  carrying   ps.ssenger8. 
A  large  number  of  box  cars   liave   been 
built,  swelling  the  number  to  near  one 
thousand;   the   road    has   been   kept  in 
good  repair,   and   ample  eieviitors  have 
been    bnilt    for    the   storing   of   grain. 
Since  the  development  which  alFaira  have 
taken,  this  company  bu  bet^n  ^'ery   bnsv 
removing  its  stock  and  materials  from  the 
shops  at  the  termmus  of  tbe  Eastern  Di- 
vision.    In  anticipation  of  the  transfer  of 
possession,  to  take  place  to-day.   abont 
one  himdred  car  loads  of  pro[ierl.y  have 
been  removed  from  these  shops  to  Port- 
age, wrhere  it  is  said  new   sho]>s   will  be 
established.     However  much  tbe  present 
event  may  have  surprised  all  parties,  the 
Milwaukee  and  St.  Paul  Railw  ly  will  not 
thereby  be  at  all  embarrassed  ii'  its  oper- 
ations or  its  ability  to  accommodate  the 
public.

Nkw  York,  Jan.  3.— S.  B.  Mallory, 
ex-Naval  Secretary  of  tbe  Confederacy, 
writes  a  letter  from  Fort  Lafayntte  to  tbe 
people  of  Florida,  in  which  he  says  that 
all  who  study  tbe  strides  of  puslic  senti- 
-»«,..»  .»„  »u«  aiihi(>(<.t  ol  slavery  i  luring  tbe 
last  quarter  of  a  centurj-  cannot  isii  to 
see  that,  witb  or  without  tbe  proposed 
amendment  to  the  Fedoal  Consti- 
tution, slavery  csn  never  be  re  esublish- 
ed  within  the  American  Unijn.  He  says 
it  is  idle  to  speculate  upon  tbe  advanta- 
ges or  disadvantage?  of  freedum  to  the 
negro ;  and  tbe  fact  c^uinot  b;  ignored 
that  he  is  a  permanent  element  of  tbe 
southern  population,  and,  with  reference 
to  Florida,  all  schemes  for  colonization 
or  deportation,  are  useless.  His  inter- 
ests are  identified  with  the  fitate,  and 
liberty  and  property ,|and  he  is  entitled  to 
protection.  He  favors  the  adiiussion  of 
negroes  to  testify  in  courts,  bn;  declares 
him  habituallr  untruthful. 

He  says  ;  "The  system  of  slavery  re- 
quired the  negro  to  be  kept  in  ij^oranoe, 
but  the  change  in  his  condition  removes 
all  obstacles  to  his  instruction,  and  it 
must  be  for  the  State  to  determine  wbeUi- 
er  ber  interests  will  be  best  promoted  by 
a  permanently  ignorant  and  degr&ded,  or 
by  an  instruc  ed  and  enlighten  d  class  of 
free  labor. 

"lu  regard  to  returning  to  tlie  Union, 
there  is  no  dishonor  in  frankly  accepting 
ibe  res  ult  and  acknowledging  our  defeat ; 
while  the  obvious  dictates  of  ]>atriotiim 
are,  that  we  make  all  tbe  sacrifices  re- 
quired for  restoration  to  tbe  U)iion ;  and 
that,  in  again  raising  our  eyes  to  the  star- 
ry emblem,  we  recognize  in  g}od  faitb 
our  sacred  duty,  come  what  rasy.  to  sua-
